velopments but few answers to why 
Cohen, an ordinary, hard-working 
man, was at the top of an extensive 
"hit" list of Jews and was the first to 
be killed. 


"He was a nice man, a real nice 


man," recalls Bill Kennedy, a neigh- 
bor who used to caddy for Cohen at 
the Idlewood Country Club in Floss-' 
moor. 


He was a burly, physical man who 


stood about 5-foot-10 and weighed 
about 230 pounds, but he also was out- , 
going and he had a reputation for 
being personable. 


Ken Marlatt, the manager of the 


Idlewild Country Club, remembers 
that Cohen would never simply eat 
dinner and leave. He always made it 
a point to compliment the meal, say- 
ing specifically what It was he en- 
joyed, Marlatt says. 


"He's not the type who would hurt 


anybody," Kennedy says. "He was 
the type who enjoyed life." 


Most remember him as a good bus- 


inessman and an avid golfer who was 
close to his son. 


"ANYTHING YOU can say nice 


about a guy, you say about him," 
says Milt Berger, who had been Co- 
hen's best friend for more than 25 
years. 


He spent a lot of time aUhe country 


club, where he'd usually shoot a 
round of golf in the low 80s. Often, 
after a round, he'd go home to work 
with his roses. 


"He could take a leaf," Berger re- 


calls, "and make a tree out of it." 


Cohen had always loved gardening 


and yard work. Even as a young man, 
he attended college to study horticul- 
ture. But his father ran the Sibley 
Lumber Co. In Harvard, and eventual- 
ly, Cohen was absorbed by the busi- 
ness. 


Through the years, he took up golf 


as an avocation, sometimes playing it 
as much as two or three times a 
week. 
'But this year, Cohen hadn't fre- 
quented the links that often. He had 
only been out two or three times this 
spring, and when Kennedy asked, him 
why a few weeks ago, Cohen said he

Hidden 
chamber in

A Nazi and Ku KIux KJan sympa- 


thizer who killed one Jewish man and 
apparently had created a death list 
for others also built a hidden chamber 
in his basement "like something out 
oE Frankenstein," police said Thurs- 
day. 


Authorities were attempting- to 


learn whether Raymond Leo Schultz, 
37, who killed himself with cyanide af- 
ter his capture May 22, was acting 
alone. Schultz was found unconscious 
near the body of Sydney Cohen, a sub-

businessman. It 


originally was. believed Cohen had 
died of a heart attack while struggling 
with Schultz, but tests showed he was 
poisoned by cyanide fumes. 


Investigators 
examining Schultz's 


Calument City home discovered the 
list, which was variously reported as 
containing from two to several names. 
Next to Cohen's name was the nota- 
tion, "Get this guy first." 


ANOTHER NOTE said that, "With 


the help of God and A.H., I will make 
it to July 1." Investigators said the 
initials "A.H." apparently stand for 
Adolf Hitler. 


Richard Quagliano, deputy chief of 


the Cook. County Sheriff's Police Dept. 
said Thursday investigators found the 
secret chamber at the end of the fur- 
nace room in Schultz's basement, be- 
hind a wall lined with bookcases. 


"The center case had piano hinges 


and it was on rollers. It opened up 
just like something out of Frank- 
enstein," he said. 


The walls, floor and ceiling of the 


room were painted white recently and 
two light bulbs provided all the illumi- 
nation. Quagliano said the room had 
been built recently, because sawdust 
remained on the floor. 


Death penalty looms again in state courts 


by KURT BAER 


Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald, the 


presiding judge in Cook County's 
criminal courts, has sentenced men to 
die on three occasions. 


"If the crimes are heinous enough 


and if the law allows, you have no 
qualms about imposing a death sen- 
tence," he said Thursday. 


As a jurist, Fitzgerald said he be- 


lieves in Illinois' new death penalty 
bill which appears certain to become 
law 
following the Senate's over- 


whelming 40-13 approval of the bill 
Thursday. 


Gov. James R. Thompson has prom- 


ised to sign the bill which would take 
effect immediately. 


FITZGERALD SAID he believes the 


death peantly will help deter crime 
and he said Cook County judges will 
impose the sentence when circum- 
stances warrant. 


"I believe in the old philosophy that 


whether or not a type of sentence is a 
deterrent has to be predicated on a 
cost-benefit theory. In this instance,

the "cost" is the death penalty which 
has to be balanced against whatever 
benefit the individual might get from 
his crime. 


"If, for example, you place the 


death penalty on everyone convicted 
of stealing an automobile, I'm sure 
there would be very few automobiles 
stolen. The cost would far outweigh 
any possible benefit," he said. 


"With the death penalty I believe 


somebody will probably think twice 
before killing a police officer on 
duty," he said. 


The bill authorizes a death sentence 


for the murder of : 


• A prison guard, inmate or guest 


of a state or local jail. 


• An on-duty policeman or fire- 


fighter. 


• Someone during a hijacking, 


armed robbery, rape, robbery, de- 
viate sexual assault, aggravated kid- 
naping, forcible detention such as 


holding hostages, arson, burglary or 
the taking indecent liberties with a 
child. 


• A person by "contract." The per- 


son who hired the killer also would 
face death. 


Capital punishment also would ap- 


ply for mass murders, a second pre- 
meditated murder even if the murder 
did not fall into death penalty cate- 
gories, or the murder of a witness, 
whether or not that witness coopera-

Tatty used sex, money to recruit killers9

Patricia Columbo had sex with two 


men and offered them a share of her 
inheritance if they would murder her 
family, a key prosecution witness tes- 
tified Thursday in Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court. 


Lanyon R. Mitchell, 23, of Lake Vil- 


la, an unlndicted co-conspirator, said 
Miss Columbo had sex with him and 
Roman Sobcynski, 35, of Chicago, to 
entice them to slay her parents and 
13-year-old brother. Mitchell was tes- 
tifying in exchange for immunity 
from prosecution. 


Under cross examination by Miss 


Columbo's defense attorney, William 
P. Murphy, however, Mitchell admit- 
ted he concocted an elaborate string 
of lies lo impress women. He denied 
he was Sobcynski's "pimp" when he 
offered Miss Columbo $100 to date 
Sobcymld. 


MISS COLUMBO, 20, tad her lover, 


Frank DeLuca, 39, are charged .with 


the May 4, 1976, slayings of Frank,, 
Mary and Michael Columbo at their 
home, 55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk 
Grove Village. 


Miss Columbo allegedly solicited 


Mitchell and Sobcynski, also an unin- 
dlcted co-conspirator to murder her 
parents, but the two men say they 
backed out of the scheme before the 
slayings occurred. 


Mitchell said he met Miss Columbo 


through Karin Burtt, 20, of Elk Grove 
Village, in October 1975. Mitchell tes- 
tified that Miss Burtt, Miss Columbo, 
Sobcynski and he went to the Where 
Else? Lounge,. 1190 E. Hlggins Rd., 
Elk Grove Township. 


Mitchell said that while he and Miss 


Cojumbo were dancing, the'coat of his 
suit flew, open and Miss Columbo saw 
a .38-caliber revolver he was carry- 
Ing. . , ' 


"She looked Impressed, and she 


asked why I was carrying a gun," 
Mitchell said.' "I said I was with Ro- 


man, and he was.a heavy. I said if. 
you took care of Roman, favors would 
be done for you." 


UNDER CROSS examination, Mitch- 


ell said he had lied about him- 
self and Sobcynski when he said that 
Sobcynski, an employe of the Cook 
County Personnel 
Dept., was a 


"heavy" in local politics and the Chi- 
cago crime syndicate. 


Later that night, the four of them 


rented a room in a Chicago motel, 


where they all had sex, Mitchell said. 


Mitchell said the week after their 


nightclub encounter, Miss Columbo

Go slow on school lease: citizens 


About 150 Arlington Heights resi- 


dents Thursday night urged the Ar- 
lington Heights Dial. 25 Board of Edu- 
cation to move slowly on naming a 
junior high school to lease to Roose- 
velt University of Chicago for a 
branch campus. 


The board has decided to close one 


of four junior high schools next June 
because of declining enrollment, but 
has not decided which to close. 


Roosevelt has indicated it would 


prefer to rent Miner School, 1101 E. 
Miner St., because of its design' and 


proximity, to the Chicago & North 
Western Ry. station, but would accept 
Thomas School, 300 E. Thomas Ave. 


RESIDENTS AT a public, hearing 


on the proposal asked the board to 
move slowly so that individuals, 
homeowners groups and the village 
would have time to present all pos- 
sible information to the board. 


Board Pres. Nicholas Raino told the 


residents the board is in no hurry to 
name a school for closing and that it 
welcomes all information from the 
community. 


Terms of a possible contract be- 


tween Roosevelt and the district -were 
released during the hearing. The 
terms included a $59,000 rent for the 
first year. 


The terms were negotiated by Dist. 


25 administrators and officials of the 
university and would be subject to ap- 
proval by the Dist. 25 board of educa- 
tion. 


THE UNIVERSITY would rent a ju- 


.nior high for one year at a time and 
would pay for all utilities and custo- 
dial services. Dist. 25 would pay to

Inmate recipe too long 
to suit sheriffs tastes 


GEORGETOWN, Colo. (UPI) - 


Sheriff George Klefer is removing ap- 
ples and oranges from his jailhouse 
menu. He doesn't want his inmates to 
get high. 
' 


"Never doubt the ingenuity of pris- 


oners," said Kiefer, who discovered 
five prisoners in his county jail were 
using the ingredients, 
along with 


toothpaste, to concoct jailhouse booze. 


"It was some recipe," Kiefer said. 


"I don't think Julia Child has anything 
to worry about. 


"They stuffed up the sink in the iso- 


lation cell," he said. "Then they 
squeezed out the juice and some of 
the pulp of the oranges. We did give 
them sugar for coffee. I say 'did,' 
past tense. They don't get sugar any- 
more. 


"THEY ADDED THE sugar they'd 


saved, and some crusts of bread for 
yeast. Then they put in a little Pepso- 
dent toothpaste. Why, I don't know. 
Maybe for flavor, or maybe they 
wanted to prevent cavities." 


Kiefer said the inmates never got to 


taste their brew The mixture, which 
was covered with towels, was dis- 
covered in a routine jail search. 


The half-gallon of fermenting liquid 


was sent td the Colorado Bureau of 
Investigation, which discovered 
thfe 


mixture had an alcoholic content of 
4.7 per cent. Kiefer said beef is 6 per 
cent alcohol, and chemists predicted 


the jailhouse mixture would have had 
an alcoholic content of up to 12 per 
cent in another week. 


As a result of the incident, the five 


prisoners in the cellblock have been 
charged with introducing contraband 
into the jail. They also will have no 
apples or oranges on,their menu. 


"Let them eat prunes," Kiefer said. 
"Come to think of it, though, you 


can make some pretty potent brandy 
out of plyms."

Illinois retained 
the 
distinction 


Thursday of being the only northern 
state not to ratify the Equal Rights 
Amendment, dimming chances it will 
ever pass here and darkening the like- 
lihood of national ratification. 


Proponents fell six votes short of 


the majority needed in the Illinois 
Mouse to ratify the amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution. 


"I am prepared to work until March 


20, 1979, If necessary, to get ERA 
passed,'' said State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, a ma- 


jor supporter of the ratification effort. 
That Is the deadline established by 
the U.S. Congress for 38 states to ap- 
prove the amendment. 


SUPPORTERS postponed final con- 


sideration of the amendment Thurs- 
day. Another vote in the House and 
tlw possibility ERA supporters in the 
Illinois Senate might introduce their 
o w n ratification 
resolution, keep 


hopes of passage remotely alive for 
this legislative session. 


Thursday's vote on the resolution 


was 101 to 74, with 107 votes needed 


for passage. 


Some opponents suggested the 1976 


election may have Increased opposi- 
tion to the amendment. State Rep. 
Penny Pullen, R-Park Ridge, said she 
was one of five women lawmakers to 
vote against the measure. 


"There was a net loss of seven for 


the ERA in November," the freshman 
legislator said.

he or did he not kill Bobby Kennedy," 
Isaacs said. 


Sirhan claimed during his 3'/z month 


trial that he went into a "trance" 
shortly before toe killing and did not 
remember anything until later, when 
he was restrained by members of 
Kennedy's party. 


Asked whether Sirhan mentioned a 


conspiracy in the slaying of the presi- 
dential candidate, Isaacs said: 


Folger 
cuts coffee price 20<c

The nation's second largest coffee 


roaster cut prices by 20 cents a pound 
Thursday and dropped the wholesale 
list price for ground coffee under the 
W-a-pound mark for the first time 
since March. 


The Folger Coffee Co., a division of 


Cincinnati-based Procter & Gamble 
Co., reduced its ground coffee by 20 
cents to $3.98 a pound, effective im- 
mediately. 


The second Folger price reduction 


within a month should give coffee 
drinkers some price relief. 


FOLGER, WHICH made coffee his- 


tory March 14 when it boosted prices 
by 50 cents a pound through the $4 
barrier to a then-record $4.18 a pound, 
became the first major roaster to roll 
back prices May 12. 


Moluccans 
open fire at 
police post 


ASSEiV, The Netherlands (UPD - 


MoluccaD. gunmen opened fire on a 
police command post Thursday, 
charging that Dutch officials were us- 
ing two giant antennae to try to spy 
on the train where they are holding 
about 56 hostages. 


The gunmen demanded that Dutch 


officials dismantle the two huge dlslt- 
shaped antennae erected at a nearby 
farmhouse for a video unit being used 
to observe the hijacked train. 


A spokesman said the shooting 


erupted unexpectedly as the gunmen, 
holding about 60 hostages in two sepa- 
rate locations, were demanding on 
their field telephones that police take 
down the antennae. No one was in- 
jured. 


"The antennae will not be taken 


down," the spokesman said. 


EARLIER, SOME of the gunmen 


strolled around the train in the open 
taking snapshots of each other stand- 
ing in front of the train. 


Railway authorities estimate be- 


tween 54 to 59 passengers are aboard 
the train, Including a missing man 
from New Delhi. Another band of gun- 
men still held four teachers at the Bo- 
vensmlJde school where a mystery ill- 
ness forced them to release more than 
100 school children hostages Friday. 


There was still no progress on pos- 


sible mediation of the situation. Dutch 
officials agreed in principle Wednes- 
day to a request by the gunmen to 
send mediators on board the train to 
negotiate. However, neither side had 
agreed on wlto the mediators would 
be. 


"The terrorists seem to have no 


clear idea of what they want to me- 
diate," a Dutch spokesman said. 


There were indications the gunmen 


apparently still ore hoping to escape. 
Calls to the train over the field tele- 
phone are answered by the gunmen, 
"747 speaking" - a reference to the 
Boeing 747 Jet they lint demanded to 
tain them and 21 Moluccan prisoners 
to an undisclosed destination abroad. 


At that time Folger lowered its 


ground coffee by 25 cents a pound 
from $4.46 in a move that nullified its 
last price hike on March 30. 


The current 20-cent decrease repre- 


sents a flat reduction, however. 


A Folger spokesman attributed the 


latest price drop to "declines in im- 
ported green coffee prices during the 
past several weeks." 


The move came one day after cof- 


fee industry executives attending a 
seminar in Brazil warned that high 
coffee prices could permanently curb 
worldwide consumption by 5 to 10 per 
cent. 


A July 1975 frost damaged 73.5 per 


cent of Brazil's coffee crop and touch- 
ed off tiie meteoric rise in U. S. gro- 
cery coffee from $1.29 a pound to 
roughly $4.65 in many markets. 


"He said unequivocally that he 


knows nothing of any conspiracy. But 
when asked about the 'Manchurian 
Candidate' theory and others in- 
fluencing him, he said he didn't 
know." 


SIRHAN WORE a white t-shirt, 


jeans and white tennis shoes during 
the meeting with Isaacs and Los An- 
geles County supervisors Baxter Ward 
and Kenneth Hahn and was described 
by them as friendly and alert. They 
said he reiterated bis antagonism to- 
ward Kennedy's support of Israel as a 
possible cause for his action. 


The supervisors asked him a list of 


questions prepared by district attor- 
ney's investigators in a locked confer- 
ence room with guards standing out- 
side. Only Sirhan, the supervisors and 
Isaacs were present. 


The Palestinian immigrant, now 33, 


was convicted of fatally shooting Ken- 
nedy nine years ago this Sunday and 
was sentenced to death. But his life 
was spared when the California Su- 
preme Court declared the death pen- 
alty unconstitutional. 


The supervisors and Isaacs said 


they believed hypnosis would be a 
"valuable" tool to clear Sirhan's 
memory of the assassination. 


ISAACS SAID that Sirhan told them 


he has studied the so-called "second 
gun" theory closely and "hopes it is 
correct." This theory, twice rejected 
after major investigations, poses the 
possibility that a security guard near- 
by may also have fired shot's at Ken- 
nedy. 


Hahn quoted Sirhan 
as saying 


repeatedly, "I can't remember — I 
can't remember." 


"There's a blank in Sirhan Sirhan's 


mind and there still needs to be fur- 
ther investigation, perhaps with a doc- 
tor from Palestine with whom he is 
compatible," Hahn said. "This case is 
not closed."

Shark hordes 
invade beaches 
on Texas gulf 


PORT ARANSAS. Tex. (UPI) — 


Hordes of sharks numbering in the 
thousands Thursday menaced a shal- 
low 15-mile stretch of the Padre Is- 
land beach resort, sending swimmers 
and surfers scurrying for safety for 
the second day. 


A Coast' Guard helicopter 
first 


spotted the sharks — some reported 
up to 12 feet in length — lurking about 
a half mile off Malaquite Beach on 
the Padre Island National Seashore. 


By early afternoon the predatory 


packs had grown to several thousand. 
And in a replay of Wednesday's rare 
aquatic maneuvers which has puzzled 
marine biologists, the sharks headed 
for the shoreline to roam some of the 
state's best swimming grounds, 35 
miles north of Corpus Christi. 


"The latest estimate we have of the 


number is in the thousands," Coast 
Guard spokesman Mike ,Lynn said. 
"Some are in four to six feet of wa- 
ter." 


FOR THE SECOND day, the sharks 


began dissipating by early afternoon 
as quickly as they had massed in the 
morning, giving support to a theory 
they were following food fish into the 
shallow waters in the cool of the 
morning, then retreating to deeper 
water in the heat of the day. 


"One of our suppositions is the wa- 


ter got too warm for them and they 
went out to deeper water," said Ted 
Thompson, deputy regional director of 
the National Park Service. "The in- 
dications are they are feeding on 
small fish. We understand this is pos- 
sibly a migrating herd. If so, they 
should be moving on." 


But despite the presence of the 


sharks, the beaches remained open to 
swimming. 


"It's up to tiro people's own dis- 


cretion whether they want to swim," 
Lynn said. "We're advising them of 
the sharks' presence." 


Jack Turney, superintendent of the 


Padre Island National Seashore, said 
he saw sharks apparently feeding on 
fish as close as 50 yards from the 
beach. 


"THE MAJORITY of these are not 


the real dangerous type sharks," he 
said. "There were a few ham- 
merheads which can be dangerous. 
Also shallow water sharks, sand 
s h a r k s , bonnet heads and bull 
sharks." 


"If it was a feeding swarm they 


could be very dangerous," said Dr. 
Faust R. Parker Jr., a professor at. 
the University of Texas Marine Sci- 
ence Institute at Port Aransas. 


"I-wouldn't want to be out there 


with them. It's like going into an al- 
ligator pit. You don't know what 
you're getting into," he said. 


"There aren't a whole lot of people 


out there today anyway," said Fran 
Jenkins, a tourist from Houston who 
gave up swimming for deep sea 'fish- 
ing after Wednesday's shark scare. 


"THE SHARKS, I believe, were sev- 


eral miles south of here but nobody 
wants to venture out into that water," 
she said. "Everybody at the motel (in 
Port Aransas) was talking about 
those sharks. Everybody got real 
tired of swimming real quick." 


Coast Guard helicopter pilot James 


C. Osborn first spotted the shark 
swarm Wednesday while searching 
for oil spills. 


"You would see a few alone and 


then there would be a half dozen to a 
dozen in packs together from the surf 
line to 300 to 500 yards out. I've never 
seen anything like this in my entire 
life," he said. 


Marine biologists said it was very 


rare for sharks either to travel togeth- 
er in such large packs or to venture in 
close to land in such large numbers. 


Parker and fellow researcher, Dr. 


Allyn Johnson, said the sharks likely 
were pursuing large schools of shrimp 
or were congregating in large schools 
"before they go out and spawn." 


"But then a judge in Madison 


brings home the residue of dis- 
crimination," he said, referring to 
Madison, Wis. Judge Archie Simonson 
who recently said a woman's dress 
can prompt "normal" attacks. 


While the Democratic leadership

tes with law enforcement officials. 


A judge or jury would make an in- 


dependent determination whether the 
death penalty should be imposed in 
each case. 


The death penalty could not be or- 


dered for murders committed or tried 
before the law takes effect. 


Juries often take a compromise po- 


sition when called on to weigh a death 
sentence as well as a defendant's guilt 
or innocence, said Patrick Tuite, a 
prominent Chicago defense attorney. 


"The jury actually has three ver- 


dicts to decide: guilty with the death 
penalty, guilty without the death pen- 
alty or not guilty. What happens is 
that juries often come in with a 
middle verdict thinking they're help- 
ing both sides. 


"They convict, which helps the 


state's attorney but they hold off on 
the death penalty. It's a compromise 
as far as the jury is concerned," Tuite 
said. 


THE 
CAPITAL punishment bill 


'"adds revenge to justice in Illinois 
and I do not believe revenge has any 
place in our justice system," Tuite 
said. 


A death sentence is a red flag to 


appeals courts which are apt to look 
very hard for grounds on which a 
case can be sent back for retrial, he 
said. The bill provides for an auto- 
matic appeal of all death sentences to 
the Illinois Supreme Court. 


In most cases, retrial is better than 


execution in the eyes of most defend- 
ants, Tuite said. But a tendency to 
retry capital cases works to defeat 
the alleged deterrent power of a death 
penalty, Tuite said. 


"If a death penalty bill is to be any 


kind of deterrent, it has to be imposed 
surely and swiftly," he said. 


The last execution in Illinois took 


place in Cook"County Jail Aug. 24,1962 
when James Duke died in the electric 
chair for the murder of a Chicago po- 
liceman. 


THE PRESENT BILL becomes ef- 


fective immediately upon the signa- 
ture of Thompson and it may be a 
relatively short time before the first 
death sentence is meted out. 


The first death sentence could be 


the basis for another constitutional 
challenge to capital punishment in Il- 
linois, said attorney Willard Lassers, 
a member of the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union and the Illinois Coalition 
Against the Death Penalty. 


The Illinois Supreme Court in 1975 


invalidated the state's two-year-old 
death penalty law on technicalities. 
The old Illinois death penalty was 
abandoned after the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled in 1972 that capital pun- 
ishment laws were unconstitutional 
because they did not include adequate 
standards for determining who would 
be executed. 


THE BILL WAS sponsoredvby Rep. 


Roman Kosinski, D-Chicago, and was 
handled in the Senate by Sen. Robert 
Egan, D-Chicago. 


Reactions to the bill Thursday were 


divided over whether capital punish- 
ment would deter murder crimes. 


"I have opposed the death penalty 


in theory. But if it becomes law, I will 
enforce it as written," State's Atty. 
Beranrd C. Carey said. 


State's attorneys often can decide 


whether to ask for the death penalty 
during the prosecution of a case. 


Cook County Sheriff Richard J. El- 


rod said "If the law deters just one 
person, it will have had a salutary ef- 
fect."

DAWN 
CLARK NETSCH, 


D-Chicago, a staunch opponent of cap- 
ital punishment, said the state has no 
right to kill. 


"It is the legalized taking of human 


life. It is murder and there is no other 
way of describing it," she said. 


Supporters said society's protection 


is more important than fears the bill 
seeks revenge. 


Four of five senators from the 


Northwest suburbs supported the bill. 
Voting in favor were state Senators 
John A. Grahm, R-Barrington; John

Breakthrough in 
Laetrile expected 


A Laetrile researcher told an Illinois Senate committee Thurs- 


day he expects a "major breakthrough" in a month showing the 
controversial substance is effective in cancer treatment. Dr. Har- 
old Manner, Loyola University biology department chairman, was 
testifying for a bill to legalize Laetrile's manufacture and use, but 
a committee vote on the bill (H1200) was delayed. It has passed 
the House overwhelmingly. "If things go the way they are going 
now In my laboratory, we will have a major breakthrough showing 
that Laetrilo is efficient in cancer therapy In a month," Manner 
said. 


Manner said he would call a news conference to announce the 


development because he wants the public to hear about it quickly. 
"We can't wait the two years it takes for the FDA to run their 
tests," lie said. The bill, sponsored by Rep. Donald Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, would allow cancer patients to request Laet- 
rile's use and prohibit penalties for doctors and hospitals adminis- 
tering it.

The Nuclear Regulatory Agency says it may take action against 


Commonwealth Edison because Edison did not report discharges 
of small amounts of radioactive tritium into Lake Michigan from 
the Zlon nuclear power plant. An Edison spokesman said no re- 
ports uere made because the method used to detect the release 
could not find a measurable amount. The Edison spokesman said 
the company did not interpret the monitoring rules the way the 
NRC interpreted them. He said Edison will do what the NRC asks. 
The amount of tritium released was not an environmental or health 
hazard, the NRC said.

sold he had no jurisdiction. The state's attorney's office had asked 
Judge Kenneth Wendt to return Miss Gordon to the Dept. of Men- 
tal Health on the basis of testimony by Dr. June Hadley of the 
Chicago-Reed Mental Health Center. 


Dr. Hadley warned Miss Gordon could become dangerous if she 


drinks even a small quantity of alcohol "She is not guilty of any 
crime," Wendt said, "and I don't think I can put her in any 
alcoholic institution because 1 no longer have any jurisdiction over 
her. If I had jurisdiction, 1 would commit her . "

Harper trustees 
putting financial 
plan in motion

Tire Harper 
College Board of 


Trustees has practically resigned it- 
self to a tax referendum in 1978, but is 
determined, in the meantime, to pre- 
sent a picture of fiscal responsibility 
to the community. 


Searching for ways to relieve an an- 


ticipated deficit in the college's budg- 
et over the next few years, the board 
Tuesday night called for a fall 1978 
tuition increase and lopped $82,000 off 
a proposed $107,000 administrative 
reorganization tentatively budgeted 
for next year — all in the name of 
rallying taxpayef support. 


"How we appear to voters is impor- 


tant because we've postponed a refer- 
endum for so long that if it doesn't 
pass we go for Disaster Plan A," 
trustee Robert Moats told the board. 


The Gnal decision on a referendum 


and tuition increase will be made at 
the board's June 9 meeting. 


THE LATEST estimates by William 


J. Mann, Harper vice president of ad- 
m i n i s t r a t i v e services, show the 
school's education fund with a $3.6 
million deficit by 1980-81 if there is no 
tax increase before then. If taxes and 
tuition are increased by the 1978-79 
school year, the fund should have a 
cash balance of $82,700 by 1980-81. 
That balance could climb to about 
$530,000 if expected increases in as- 
sessed valuation of area property 
materialize, Mann said. 


No figure has been set for the tax 


referendum, but for a year the Har- 
per administration has suggested a 
5.5-cent increase in the education fund 
tax rate — from 11 cents to 16.5 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 


The proposed tuition hike would 


raise fees from $15 to $16 per credit 
hour beginning September 1978. 


Three of the board's seven mem- 


bers lost a battle to move the tuition 
timetable up one year. Trustees Jes- 
salyn Nicklas, Robert Moats and Jane 
Bone argued the tuition increase, ex- 
pected to generate an additional 


$216,000 in revenue annually, should 
be instituted this September in case 
state aid or tax receipts are lower 
than anticipated 


"THE $82,000 CUT IN a budgeted 


administrative organization was made 
in an effort to hold down swelling ex- 
penditures in the school's education 
fund, which is expected to grow from 
$101 million this year to $11.1 million 
in 1977-78. 


Temporarily foiling administration 


attempts to expand managerial staff 
in preparation for a planned second 
campus, the cut means the college 
wJl not fill the $50,000 post ot vice 
president of academic affairs, al- 
though a new man has already been 
recommended for the job. 


The board decided to postpone the 


' appointment to await the outcome of 


a scheduled audit of Harper's admin- 
istrative structure. The audit is ex- 
pected to assess the need for the posi- 
tion, which was vacated in January 
when John Birkholz was elevated to a 
new spot heading instructional, stu- 
dent and personnel services. Some 
board members have said the addition 
of that administrative layer was pre- 
mature because plans for a second 
campus have not been finalized. 


Also trimmed in the $82,000 cut 


were support staff and office supplies 
intended for the academic affairs vice 
president. Again, the cut was made 
with the taxpayer in mind. 


"One of the first questions tax- 


payers will ask if we hold a referen- 
dum is about cutting or adding admin- 
istrators," new board member Joan 
Klussmann told the board Tuesday.

Judge who presided at the Watergate 


coverup trial and handed down the 
sentences of 30 months to eight years 
for each man, made the announce- 
ment at an informal court session. 


He said he will make the surrender 


date official when he receives the Su- 
preme Court's May 23 order refusing 
to review the cover-up convictions of 
Haldemaii, Mitchell and their former

Modeled after the World War II cartoon character it is a back- 


wards, but elite, branch of the Amvets, 


"Sad Sack was the draftee who always did everything the wrong 


way," said Ralthel, 270 N. Seventh St., Wheeling. 


As chief Illinois Sack, he will be in charge of ensuring every- 


thing la dono the wrong way at semi-montly state Sad Sack meet- 
Ings. 


HE WILL ALSO MAKE sure new Sack organizations are set up 


backwards and conventions a mass of fun and confusion. 


The Amvets are made up of men who have served in the armed 


forces for 90 days or more since World War II. 


Only long-standing, loyal and active members of the Amvets arc 


invited to be Sad Scaks. 


As can be expected, Raithel wears his decorated sack and a 


night cap only for formal Sad Sack affairs, such as initiations.

Watregate criminal cases, has re- 
duced the terms of the Watergate bur- 
glars and others he has sentenced. 
But no mention of such a. possibility 
was made during the session Thurs- 
day, 


"I expect to handle this like any 


other criminal case," Sirica said. 


When he receives the Supreme 


Court order, the judge said, he will, 
call Haldeman and Mitchell into court 
and officially set June 22 as the date 
they go behind bars. 


Mitchell, Haldeman, Ehrlichman 


and former deputy Atty. Gen. Robert 
Maridan were convicted Jan. 1, 1975, 
of conspiracy, obstruction of justice 
and perjury for their part in the cov- 
er-up. 


The U.S. Court of Appeals in Wash- 


ington confirmed the convictions of 
the three former top Nixon aides, but 
threw out Mardian's. The government 
declined to reprosecute him. 


THE SCANDAL that began with the 


burglary drove Nixon from office, but 
investigation of his role ended when 
he received a full pardon from Gerald 
Ford.

ment as he signed legislation restor- 
ing $16 million to the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority. The money was 
cut from the budget during a legisla- 
tive fight last year. 


While there had been resistance to 


the restoration, Chicago Democrats 
pushed the supplemental appropria- 
tion through the legislature. 


"I took this opportunity to review 


the public transit finances in Illinois 
and the numbers are enough to give a 
budget analyst nightmares," Thomp- 
son said. 


CLAIMING HE is not trying to start 


a witch hunt or get headlines, Thomp- 
son said the RTA, which is a major 
pipeline for CTA money, faces a $78 
million annual budget deficit by 1982 
even with the imposition of a new 
gasoline tax. 


"Because there is a limit on nation- 


al, state and local subsidies, difficult 
decisions will have to be made and 
the decision should be made right 
now," Thompson said. 


Admitting that the far-flung reaches 


of Chicago public transportation sys- 
tem will always be expensive, the 
governor expressed hope that close 
cooperation between the RTA, the 
CTA and Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation are necessary now if the 


costs are to stay in the realm of real- 
ity. 


The RTA now receives $114 million 


in state subsidies. New RTA projec- 
tions show there will be a $193.8 mil- 
lion deficit by 1982 if the RTA does 
not enact a gas tax 


RTA BOARD Chairman Milton 


Pikarsky said he was grateful to the 
governor and the Illinois General As- 
sembly for restoration of the money 
cut from the annual appropriation 
during a squabble in the legislature 
last year. 


The call for the CTA audit may be 


welcomed by suburban RTA board 
members who have been complaining 
about a- need for tighter controls on 
the CTA budget. 


However, IDOT officials may find it 


difficult to get the full facts. RTA 
board members have complained they 
are unable to get detailed budget in- 
formation from the CTA. 


An RTA spokesman said there al- 


ready is a task force looking into CTA 
finances and the group has been able 
to shave several million off operating 
costs already.

Teargas disperses 
Rosalynn protest 


Police in Quito, Ecuador Thursday fired about 20 teargas cannis- 


ters outside a building where Rosalynn Carter was meeting with 
Ecuadorean officials to disperse students protesting the goodwill 
visit of the first lady. No injuries were reported in the first in- 
cident of violence to mar the seven-nation Latin American tour of 
Mrs. Carter, who appeared unaware of the disturbance. "I heard 
some noise but I didn't know what it was," she said. "I don't know 
anything about it," Later, Mrs. Carter said "I didn't see any of 
them" and characterized the disturbance as "completely a local 
problem." 


The confrontation began when about 200 students gathered near 


the medical college of Central University hurled rocks and bricks 
at American reporters accompanying Mrs. Carter to Ecuador's 
Legislative Palace. They also hurled two gasoline bombs and 
shouted in Spanish over loudspeakers "Reject the visit of Carter's 
wife1' and "Go home bloody Rosalynn Carter." Mrs. Carter was 
never closer than a city block to the protesters and she was inside 
(he legislative palace when the teargas was iired. Ecuadorian 
police gave Secret Service agents a gas mask for Mrs. Carter but 
it was not needed. Police fired teargas cannisters and the crowd 
dispersed. Two of the reporters were struck by .rocks but were not 
injured.

U.S., Cuba lake major slep today 


The United States and Cuba will take another major step toward 


resuming normal relations Friday by announcing formally a deci- 
sion to exchange diplomatic observers, U.S. officials said Thurs- 
day. They said the plan is to station about 10 U.S. diplomats at the 
Sv-iss embassy in Havana and the same number of Cubans, of 
equivalent rank, at the Czechoslovak embassy in Washington. No 
Cuban diplomat has worked in Washington, and no American in 
Havana, since relations were broken Jan. 3, 1961, shortly before 
the U.S. -bucked Bay of Pigs invasion. Czechoslovak diplomats 
have handled Cuba's affairs in the United States, and the Swiss 
represented U.S. interests in Cuba.

Thursday President Fidel Castro has told him Cuba has no mili- 
tary personnel stationed in Ethiopia — contrary to the claims of 
Slate Department officials that Havana has about 50 military ad-

Bishops seek communion issue OK 


U.S. Roman Catholic bishops have voted to petition the Vatican 


to allow the controversial practice of receiving communion in the 
hand be permitted in the United States, it was announced Thurs- 
day. Under terms of the petition, dioceses would be allowed to 
relnslltute the ancient worship practice of allowing lay commu- 
nicants to receive the bread of Holy Communion in then: hand 
rather than on the tongue as a liturgical option. The National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops said 190 bishops have voted in 
favor of seeking the permission from Rome. A vote taken at the 
bishops' meeting in May did not make the two-thirds affirmative 
vole necessary to petition Rome but was close enough that mem- 
bers of the hierarchy not present at the Chicago meeting were 
pulled by mail. 


Supper club safety probed 


A Kentucky state senator said Thursday he was told "someone 


prevented" proper enforcement of fire safety regulations at the 
Beverly Hills Supper Club, the night club where 161 persons died 
In a (ire last Saturday night. State Sen. Tom Easterly testified 
before the Interim Joint Committee on Health and Welfare in 
Frnnkfort that he told the state fire marshal last December about 
unsafe conditions at the Club. But, Easterly said, Fire Marshal 
Warren Southworth told him in December that he was "ham- 
strung" in getting needed fire safety regulations enforced at the 
club. Easterly said Southworth called the supper club "dan- 
gerous." 


The interim committee has voted to subpoena the records on the 


supper club. Gov. Julian Carroll said Thursday that Southworth 
mudc a full report to him about prior investigations into the club 
and said comments attributed to Southworth about being "ham- 
strung" in efforts to investigate the club were made "a number of 
years ago."

Winchester, Tenn. (UPI) — A for- 


mer resident of the Rev. Claudius I. 
(Bud) Vermllye's home for wayward 
boys testified Thursday he lied to a 
grand jury about having had homose- 
xual relations with the defrocked 
Episcopal priest because a state pros- 
ecutor threatened to lock him up. 


James Puckett, 21, said he neither 


engaged in homosexual acts with Ver- 
milye nor posed for pornographic pic- 
tures but told the Franklin County 
grand jury he did so out of fear of 
District Atty. Gen. J. William Pope. 


"Mr. Pope called me a SOB and said 


he was going to stomp me into the 
ground. He said he was going to lock 
me up," Puckett said. 


POPE AND SEVERAL others in 


the courtroom laughed. 


The state is attempting to prove 


that Vermilye sold for profit pictures 
taken of young boys engagine in ho- 
mosexual acts at Boys 'Farm Inc., a 
rehabilitation center he founded in the 
Southeast Tennessee mountains fol- 
lowing his divorce-in 1971. 


Vermilye, a 48-year-old father of 


five, is also accused of engaging in 
homosexual acts with boys referred to 
the farm and arranging for the boys 
to participate in homosexual orgies 
with a far-flung network of "spon- 
sors." If convicted of all 10 felony 


counts involving crimes against na- 
ture and >aiding and abetting crimes 
against nature, he could be sentenced 
to more than 150 years in prison. 


PUCKETT, DECLARED a hostile 


witness, said Vermilye had no knowl- 
edge of homosexual activity or the 
taking of pornographic pictures at the 
home. 


"How did you all manage to hide 


this from Vermilye all those years?" 
asked Assistant Atty. Gen. Mike 
Lynch. "It wasn't easy,"1 Puckett 
said. 


"These statements you've made, to 


the grand jury, these statements you 
made to investigators that you had 
sex with Bud Vermilye, that' you let 
him take your picture while you had 
sex with other boys, these statements 
you made as late as Monday in my 
office — you are saying these are all 
lies?"

"Yes." 
Puckett said he and three other 


youths at the farm — including bis 
brother — took turns posing and tak- 
ing the pictures. They developed pic- 
tures in VermLlye's darkroom after 
shooting them in his home without his 
knowledge and slipped the photo- 
graphs into the priest's newsletter and 
mailed them to sponsors, Puckett 
said.

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Schultz-an obscure life high lighed by hate, death 


by TON1 G1NNETTI 


CALUMET CITY — His was an ob- 


scure, anonymous life made eventful 
only by death. 


Those who knew Raymond Leo 


Schultz in life said he was - as usual 
— "a nice guy," the "loner" who 
liked to work with his hands. 


Those who knew the 37-year-old 


Calumet City man in death spoke of a 
murderer who had built a stark secret 
room in his house which contained the 
ominous trappings of a sinister mind. 


Until May 22, Schultz might have 


been just another nobody, just another 
machinist at the International Harves- 
ter Company's South Pullman Works 
where he worked about 16 years. 


BUT MAY 22, police said, Schultz 


killed Sidney Cohen, a Flossmoor lum- 
beryard owner whom Schultz may 
have chosen as the first of several 
Jewish "hit" victims. 


Then, alter murdering Cohen, 60, 


with deadly cyanide fumes, Schultz 
killed himself when, while being held 
in a Flossmoor police squad car, he 
broke open a container of cyanide and 
Inhaled the deadly fumes. 


Schultz lived at 948 Green Bay Ave., 


Calumet City, in an aging green-color- 
ed frame bouse on a deadend street. 
i\ cemetery was his back yard. His 
only police record had been some dis- 
orderly conduct charges. 


Flossmoor Police Investigator Eric 


Beddigs said the first search of 
Schultz' house indicated the May 22 
incident "was nothing more than a 
bungled burglary." 


"We picked up some books and ma- 


terial Indicating he was going to go 
into burglary, things like how to cir- 
cumvent alarm systems. 


"HE PROBABLY got the cyanide 


from where he worked. That's the 
most likely place. They use it in the 
treatment of steel." 


Police found several items in the 


house: an Army training manual on 
c r i m i n a l investigation that was 
creased to open to the chapter on rob- 
bery, several mallets, an ice pick, a 
used stage makeup kit, dog repellent, 
a black-knit cap, a noose-fashioned 
towel and some rope. 


Beddigs said there was nothing that 


tied Schultz to Cohen except that 
Schultz "had shopped at Cohen's lum- 
beryard" in nearby Harvey. 


But it was Cook County sheriff's in- 


vestigators who later found the hidden 
room — and Its contents of "hate" lit- 


erature and poisons — near the front 
of the small house. Richard Quag- 
llano, chief of the sheriff's field ser- 
vices division, said the room was con- 
cealed behind a 12-inch-thick door in a 
wall-to-wall book case. 


"It was a 6-by 12-foot room, painted 


all white, like an interrogation room. 
There were only two" bulbs in there," 
he said. The investigators searched 
for the cubicle after finding a book in 
Schultz' residence on how to build a 
secret room, he said. 


BUT FROM THE outside, the de- 


teriorating lot and paint-peeling house 
siding hardly betrayed 
what in- 


vestigators would find. 


Nor did the man whom neighbors 


knew bad lived there. 


"He was a nice fellow," Clement 


Kolberg said. "The trouble is we tell 
the newspapers that and they don't 
write that. 


"That's his'last couple of days of 


work," he said, pointing to the small 
garden plot on Schultz' front lawn. 
String bean plants were several 
inches tall, slightly ahead of the 
weeds ihat were starting to crop up: 


Schultz liked to putter, Kolberg 


said. "He had an old car, a '67 or '68 
Mustang, that he fixed up. That trailer 
there, he bought and fixed up and 
painted." 


A boat in Schultz' driveway be- 


longed to the tenants who lived in the 
small house in back that Schultz ren- 
ted. He let them keep it there "so the 
kids won't play on it," Kolberg said. 


HE DIDN'T GO anywhere. He 


talked about his mother and father 
but we never met them. I wish I could 
get in touch with them now so we 
could tell them what a nice man he 
was. 


"How did I react? I lost a couple 


nights sleep after it. "It's hard to be- 
live. it's like you say, being two 
people at once. No one knows what's 
on the other side. But he was really a 
nice guy," Kolberg said. 


"I was shocked and scared," neigh- 


bor Anna Alexander said. "I live 
alone and to think that someone like 
that could be living right next door to 
you. 


"He '.vas quiet," she said. "He pret- 


ty much kept to himself." 


, 
"He wee just quiet," neighbor Bob 


Roach said. Did anyone ever-expect 
something like this from him? 


"Nobody ever expected him to do 


anything."

they don't know If the two ever met. 


N e i g h b o r s say that they are 


"shocked" and that they have no idea 
when, If ever, Cohen and Schultz may 
have crossed paths. 


"One thing he did like," Kennedy 


explains, "was his privacy." 


But they do know that the two men 


crossed paths at least once. 


That was shortly after midnight on 


Sunday, May 22. Jeff Cohen, his son, 
returned from a visit in Nevada with 
Cohen's ex-wife to find his father dead 
on the floor. Schultz was semi-con- 
scious, and a cloth lay next to him. 


Jeff ran next door to a neighbor to 


phone police. They arrived with sirens 
blaring into the night. Schultz was 
placed in the back of a squad car, 
whore he apparently broke open a 
capsule and inhaled more cyanide to 


"hate" literature and an alleged "hit" list of 
Jewish victims. Police said Schultz used cya- 
nide to' kill Sidney Cohen of Flossmoor and 


then killed himself when he inhaled the 
fumes while being held in a Flossmoor police 
squad car.

came to the Schaumburg auto deal- 
ership where he worked as a cor 
salesman. 


"She talked about her parents, how 


they were bugging her and giving her 
ami Frank (DeLuca) a hard time and 
that she wished they could be killed, 
dead and gone," Mitchell said. 


Mitchell said he told Miss Columbo 


he and Sobcynski could arrange the 
killings for $10,000 for each person. He 
testified he never intended to go 
through with the killings. 


Between October 1075 and March 


1978 Mitchell said Sobcynski, Miss 
Columbo and he talked by telephone 
and met at Elk Grove Village restau- 
rants about two dozen times and a 
home in Glendale Heights to plot the 
murders. 


IN ONE OF THE meetings, Mitchell 


said Miss Columbo pulled a loaded 
,22-calibcr derringer from her purse, 
pointed It at him and said, "See how 
easy it is lo kill someone? All you 
have to do ia pull the trigger." 


Miljhell said Miss Columbo gave 


him floor plans of the Columbo home, 
r. schedule of family activities and 
three snapshots of her family. 


Mitchell said Miss Columbo had tak- 


en him to her family's home twice to • 
case it in preparation for the killings, 
but both times they -failed to gain .en- 
try. 


Miss Columbo promised to finance 


the murders through her inheritance 
of her family's house,, her family's 
$30.000 savings account and more than 
$100,000 in her father's life insurance. 


In early 1976, Miss Columbo said 


she and DeLuca were growing im- 
patient, Mitchell testified. Mitchell 
said Miss Columbo told him she would 
either hire someone else to do the kill- 
ings or murder them herself. 


Mitchell said he last spoke with 


Miss Columbo by telephone in mid- 
March 1976. He said he gave the floor 
plan and dossier and snapshots to Elk 
Grove Village police May 14,1976, the 
day before police arrested Miss Col- 
umbo. 


During Mitchell's testimony, both 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca sat ex- 
pressionaless.

Train station demolition 
scheduled next week 


Demolition of the Chicago and 


North Western Ry. station in down- 
town Arlington Heights is scheduled 
for. next week with completion of a 
new station expected by the end of the 
year. 


A low bid of '$163,415 was submitted 


for the project by C. W Gaasrud of 
Elk Grove Village. Ten bids were sub- 
mitted for the work. 


Demolition of the present station, 


built in 1894, and construction of a 
new colonial-style station will be fun- 
ded through a grant the railway com- 
pany received from the Illinois Dept. 
of Transportation. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson Thursday 


said Gaasrud hopes to begin the proj- 
ect immediately. The low bid first 
must be approved by the Arlington 
Heights Village Board, which meets 
Monday night. 


CONSTRUCTION PLANS call for 


cutting the present station in half, 
leaving the west end for ticket sales 
while the new station is built on ap- 
proximately the same site between 


Evergreen and Dunton avenues. 


The new station will feature two 


waiting rooms with the main waiting 
room open only during hours when the 
station's ticket agents are on duty. A 
smaller waiting room will be open at 
all times but will be enclosed on three 
sides with glass to reduce vandalism. 


The Arlington Heights stop is the 


busiest station on the railway's com- 
muter lines with about 4,000 riders 
each day from Arlington Heights, 
Rolling Meadows, Buffalo Grove and 
Prospect Heights. 


Several citizens last 
month at- 


tempted to have the 83-year-old rail- 
way station preserved. The Arlington 
Heights Park Board agreed to have 
Preservation Urban Design Inc., of 
Ann Arbor, Mich., study the possi- 
bility of reconstructing the station at 
the park district's Prairie Farm and 
Garden site, Belmont Avenue and 
Council Trail. But the Arlington 
Heights Village Board voted against 
spending village funds to save the sta- 
tion. 


MSD blasts at water sites 
bode no wells for residents

Nclla Kabbe, 85, hasn't been able to 


get water out of her well for a week, 
and she's blaming it on the new sew- 
age treatment plant being built across 
the street from her home. 


"t have a deep well, and they put it 


on the bum last week," said Mrs. 
Kabbe, 710 Oakton St., Des Plaines. 


"My husband is sick, he's 90, and I 


can't get any help," she said. 


MRS. KABBE SAID the well went 


out because of vibrations from dyna- 
mite blasting during construction of 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District's 
O'Hare Water Reclamation Plant at 
Oakton Street and Elmhurst Road, 
Des Plaines. 


Like many area residents faced 


with dust, noise and vibrations on an 
almost daily basis, Mrs. Kabbe looks 
forward to June 1979, when the $115 
million plant is scheduled to be com- 
pleted. 


"I've been carrying water in buck- 


ets from next door, " she said. "I'm 
stiff today. I'm 85 years old." 


The Kabbes' kitchen flooded earlier 


lliis week shortly after the city's pub- 
lic works department tried to run wa- 
ter to their house through a hose from 
their neighbor's house. Mrs. Kabbe 
blamed that on the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District, too.

to pay for and ask us how much we're 
willing to pay," said Saul Cohen, a 
defeated candidate in the April board 
of education election. "We live in an 
affluent community and I for one have 
no hesitation about seeing a substan- 
tial increase in my real estate taxes." 


Cohen said he already has prepared 


a form to mail to Dist. 59 residents 
asking whether they would support a 
tax levy large enough to sustain basic 
education and enrichment programs 
or would prefer cutting $1 million in 
education spending. 


"WE HAVE AN obligation to go to 


the public and ask if they want to pro- 
vide the money to maintain our cur- 
rent education program," board 
member Judith Zanca said. "I will op- 
pose dismantling Dist. 59 at every one 
of these meetings we have." 


Budget committee Chairman Paul 


Kucharski said the board must first 
show it is using its current revenue in 
a responsible manner before asking 
taxpayers for more funds.

Ridge Ave., who conducted the meet- 
ing. "That situation only pointed out 
the need for an organization. No one 
was really aware of what was happen- 
ing with Ridge until halfway through 
the ballgame," he said. 


Most of those attending the meeting 


at the Pioneer Park Fieldhouse were 
from the Ridge Avenue area.

Judge helps to speed justice system 


Cook County Circuit Court 


Judge R. Eugene Pincham has 
only been on the bench seven 
months, but already he has 
made a significant mark on 
Cook County criminal court pro- 
ceedings. 


In a rare move, Judge Pinch- 


am scheduled a court session 
this week on a holiday, some- 
thing virtually unheard of in 
most local courts. 


Citing the need to speed the 


murder trial of Patricia Colum- 
bo and Frank DeLuca, accused 
slayers of Miss Colombo's fami- 


ly, Pincham scheduled a session 
for Memorial Day that lasted 
until 8 p.m. 


To further speed proceedings, 


Pincham has said it appears 
weekend sessions will be needed 
soon. 


Pincharn's expanded schedule 


is innovative for Cook County, 
where trial sessions seldom last 
past 5 p.m. 


The longer 'schedule is good 


for the defendants, the prose- 
cution and the public. 


The long sessions and result- 


ing shorter trial assure defend- 


ants of the speedy justice guar- 
anteed by the Constitution. And 
it will also help the judge and 
prosecutors with the court back- 
log which impairs the adminis- 
tration of justice in Cook County. 


WASHINGTON — Only a few years 


ago, the "consumer movement" in 
this city consisted of a handful of pro- 
fessional gadflies who compensated 
with enthusiasm for their lack of real 
political influence in the policy-mak- 
ing councils of government. 


Today those consumer advocates 


need no longer resort to shrill procla- 
mations in the press to express their 
views because they now lead a rapid- 
ly maturing coalition of pressure 
groups which are respected both on 
Capitol Hill and in the White House. 


But there remains a lack of political 


sophistication, particularly in those 
groups led by Ralph Nader, which 
manifests itself in a tendency to view 
issues and people only in starkly con- 
trasting blacks and whites, ignoring 
the realities of a gray world. 


NADER IS a purist who seldom for- 


gives or forgets after someone com- 
mits what he views as an unpardon- 
able act. His great strength is his 
dedication to principle but the other 
side of the coin, willingness to com- 
promise, can be a serious weakness. 


A current case in point involves a 


nasty little fight which is brewing 
over President Carter's choice of a 
chairman of a little known but highly 
influential government agency, the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board 
(FHLBB). 


The process of filling the $52,500- 


a-year chairmanship traditionally has 
been a semi-private matter involving 
only the White House and the nation's 
$400 billion savings and loan industry 
—the business the FHLBB is supposed 
to' regulate. 


THAT "SWEETHEART" arrange- 


ment has allowed the industry to 
maintain a poor record on issues such 
as civil rights, consumer protection 
and "redlining," the practice of arbi-

trarily depriving inner city neighbor- 
hoods of mortgage loans. 


But during the process of seeking 


an FHLBB head this year, President 
Carter's staff consulted with Nader, 
the Consumer Federation of America 
and several other consumer groups. 


The front-runner for several months 


was John Heimann, New York State 
Banking Commissioner until he be- 
came Nqv York State Housing Com- 
missioner in mid-1976. Although he 
wasn't perfect in the eyes of con- 
sumer leaders he was, as one of them 
described him, "at least a B-minus 
candidate." 


BUT DURING his tenure in Albany, 


Heimann 
antagonized New York's 


Public Interest Research Group, one 
of the grass-roots consumer organiza- 
tions which Nader has established 
throughout the country. 


As a result, Nader refused to se- 


riously consider Heimann or any oth- 
er contender for the post except S. Mi- 
chael Elliott, chairman of the Califor- 
nia Housing Finance Agency. 


Nader's only candidate was rejected 


by the White House as unsuitable for 
the job, however, and the adminis- 
tration then turned to Robert H.

McKINNEY IS both board chair- 


man of the First Federal Savings &

partner m an Indianapolis law firm 
which has done extensive work on be- 
half of the savings and loan industry. 


Heimann now is expected to be 


nominated by Carter as Comptroller 
of the Currency, an equally influential 
post in which he will have regulatory 
authority over the more than 4,600 
federally chartered banks. 


"The White House is going to a lot 


of trouble" if the nomination of 
McKinney to the FHLBB materializes 
is expected in the coming weeks, 
warns Nader operative John Brown. 


BUT NADER could have avoided 


that confrontation and achieved at 
least a partial victory if he had not 
been intransigently opposed to Hei- 
mann. "The Nader people micalcii- 
lated, they didn't do their homework," 
says one knowledgeable source. 


"Nader put all his eggs m one bas- 


ket, but he didn't check out Elliott," 
says another insider. "The result was 
that the consumer groups blew not 
only that appointment but also some 
of their credibility within the White 
House."

A company spokesman said 
the firm will contest the allegations.

Put options to start on exchanges 


The newest experiment in securities trading begins'today when 


five exchanges list put options for those willing to take a chance 
on the future direction of stock prices. Put options give the holder 
the right to sell 100 shares of a stock at a predetermined price 
within a specific period of time. They are the counterpart of calls 
- which similarly give the holder the right to buy stock — in- 
troduced in a standardized form four years ago Now with long- 
sought Securities and Exchange Commission approval for puts, 
extensive experience with calls trading and months of technical 
preparations, the exchanges are hoping for a smooth start and 
public acceptance of the new options. "We pulled out all the stops 
to see if we could blow the system," Joseph Marconi, spokesman 
for the Chicago Board Options Exchange, said in describing a dry- 
run trading session held recently to test facilities for puts. "Every- 
thing went so smoothly we expect no problems at all with the real 
tiling," he said.

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (UP1) - 


Opposition presidential candidate G. 
W. Villalobos wrapped himself In a 
Costa Rican flag Thursday and em- 
ptied Ms .38 pistol at the palatial resi- 
dence of fugitive U.S. financier Rob- 
ert L. Vesco. 


Three shots entered a window of 


Vesco's residence, one blew out a tire 
on his 1975 Mercedes Benz limousine 
parked outside and two more hit the 
car's trunk. 


Vesco was in the residence at the 


lime but was not hit, nor was anyone 
else. 


POLICE ARRESTED Villalobos, 36, 


and charged him with illegal posses- 
sion of a firearm. 


Villalobos told newsmen he fired at 


the residence because it was tim'fe that 
Vesco be expelled from Costa Rica at 
gunpoints or killed. He said he 
wrapped himself in the flag because 
he thought he would die honorably 
that way if Vesco's bodyguards 
opened fire on him. 


The incident came one day after 


First Lady Rosalynn Carter visited 
Costa Rica 


"It's time that the outrage and cor- 


ruption that Vesco brought to this 
country ends," Villalobos said. 


"The honor of Costa Rica is stained 


by Vesco and the men and women of 
Costa Rica should march through the

walled residence on the outskirts of 
San Jose after Villalobos opened fire. 
A police officer dressed in a business 
suit arrested him and said, ".Vesco is 
an honorable citizen living peacefully 
in his house."

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Cast and crew submerge 


to film, 'Deep9 adventure 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


There are two big reasons why 


"The Deep" is being touted long 
before its release date, though 
that isn't far away either for Chi- 
cagoans — June 17 


First, "The Deep" Is based on 


Peter Benchley's second block- 
buster of a novel and everyone 
knows his first was "Jaws " Be- 
sides turning shark attacks into 
Imagined everyday 
occurrences 


everywhere but in the Midwest — 
and I'm not so sure some people 
didn't think Lake Michigan was a 
threat — "Jaws" went on to be- 
come the biggest box office hit on 
record. It earned more than 9200 
million. 


So naturally the pressure is on 


for "The Deep" to take up where 
"Jaws" left off, both in calibre of 
excitement and big bucks. 


AND THAT ALL leads up to the 


film's second ace in the hole. 
While "The Deep" doesn't have a 
mechanical man-eating shark to 
promote, it does have a precedent 
or two of Its own to set. Forty per 
cent of the filming took place un- 
der water. 


It adds up to 8,895 or 9,895 


dives, depending upon which pub- 
licity release you read. But just 
about everyone involved — actors, 
c a m e r a crew, lighting tech- 
nicians, director and even the 
script 
prompter — took the 


plunge. 


"Of course, other movies have 


had underwater scenes, experi- 
ences with sharks and fights un- 
derwater. But no other movie has 
placed so much emphasis on un- 
derwater filming and realistic div- 
ing," said director Peter Yates, 
who wasn't even aware of the un- 
derwater demands to be made on 
him for this movie, not until after 
he accepted the assignment. 


"I JUST NEVER stopped to 


think about it. Now that I look 
back at it, I wonder how we ever 
did it," mused Yates, who stopped 
hi Chicago last week to talk about 
his "wet" directorial experiences. 


Yates soon realized the film 


couldn't be made without exten- 
sive underwater shooting He also 
knew he had to be present during 
the filming. 


"I couldn't very well stay top- 


side and rely on other people to do 
the directing for me. It doesn't 
work that way. I had to be there. 
The whole thing Just sort of snow- 
balled " 
' So Yates, who rarely sticks his 
head under water at all — he 
swims with his two children aged 
11 and 14 as long as he wears flip- 
pers — took to the deep with his 
t h r e e featured stars, Robert 
Shaw, Jacqueline Bisset sad Nick 
Nolte 


THREE SPECIALLY designed, 


hand-held 35 mm. cameras used 
to film the underwater action se- 
quences for a wide screen are 
considered far superior even to 
Jack Cousteau's 16 mm. models. 


"The cameras gave us an 


enormous amount of flexibility," 
said Yates, adding, "I never 
thought I would be so lucky to 
Ifeve all the actors both willing 
and capable to go underwater. 
Stand-ins were seldom necessary. 
You can tell by all the closeups." 


Of course, everyone received 


scuba diving lessons, and there 
was always careful supervision 
underwater in case of an emer- 
gency or freak accident. 


Though a communications sys- 


tem allowed Yates to speak to a 
man on the surface, who in turn 
relayed the messages to individ- 
uals below, each scene was care- 
fully mapped out beforehand on 
dry land. 


OF AN UNDERWATER direc- 


tor it required "more preparation 
and extraordinary patience. If 
something would go wrong, we'd 
just have to let it go until after we 
returned to the surface. Then 
we'd go back down and redo it." 


"When I look back, it was prpb- 


abls the most physically trying 
film I've ever done. After all, if 
you make a cowboy movie, you 
don't have to ride a horse all 
day," said Yates. 


Well-seasoned in action-packed 


adventure films, Yates is credited 
with "Bulhtt," "The Hot Rock" 
and 
"The 
Friends 
of Eddie 


Coyle." More recently he directed 
the comedy, "Mother, Jugs and 
Speed." 


F O U R DIFFERENT under- 


water sites were used in filming 
"The Deep," though the majority 
of shooting took place on a natu- 
ral set, a real shipwreck in the 
Caribbean off the Virgin Islands. 
The "Rohne" waa a British mail 
ship that sank during a hurricane 
in 1867, killing 125 of its 135 crew 
members. 


Locating an accessible wreck 


wasn't easy. Some were off limits, 
too dangerous to use. 


"We needed as complete- a 


wreck as possible in as shallow 
water as possible. Some sites 
didn't work because the water 
wasn't clear enough. 


"The Caribbean was clear and 


shallow and the filming site was 
near enough to our point of oper- 
ation so we could be there by 
speedboat in 10 minutes," said 
Yates. 


DESPITE'THE number of nov- 


ices down under, filming went 
very smoothly. The weather even 
cooperated and "The Deep" was 
finished only two weeks behind 
. schedule, a record of sorts for a 
major motion picture. 


"Of course we weren't fighting 


off shark attacks or the Loch Ness •> 
monster or anything like that," 
continued Yates. The only in- 
cident he recalled was a friendly, 
hungry barracuda who brushed 
close to Bisset while she was 
feeding some fish. 


Yates knows it will be difficult 


to present comparisons between 
"The Deep" and "Jaws." 


" 'Jaws' did so well. But I think 


of this picture as I do all of my 
pictures — individually. What at- 
tracted me was the story itself. I 
was interested in the threje lead- 
ing characters and how they were 
pulled into an adventure. I've nev- 
er been very taken with the dis- 
aster era. The films are about 
things rather than people. Every- 
one goes to see a master prop." 
said Yates. 


IN "THE DEEP," a young

In the past six years his Mego Inter- 


national Inc. has climbed from about 
100th on the list to seventh among the 
country's largest toy firms. 


"The only companies that really got 


hurt licensing (contracting for celebri- 
ty dolls) were those that over-licens- 
ed," Abrams said. 


Last year his Cher doll was the top 


seller In the industry. 


For her part, Mrs. Cher Bono All-

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'Mare on the Roof9 


Realistic police story 
falls into sniper trap

In my experience, I've found for- 


eign films to be less preoccupied with 
gore and special effects and more at- 
tuned to common folk — how you and 
I, for instance, would react in a spe- 
cific situation. Nothing is hyped 


A new Swedish film, "Man on the 


roof," based on "The Abominable 
Man," one of the novels In the Detec- 
tive Martin Beck series by Per Wah- 
k» and Ma] Sjowall, seemed a likely 
candidate for a true-to-life police dra- 
ma. The brutal murder of a disliked 
police officer prompts an all-out man- 
hunt that leads to a cop-hating sniper. 


The movie Is written and directed 


by Bo Wlderberg, the man who came 
out with "Elvira Madigan" 


THE BEGINNING is very promis- 


ing — despite a blood-letting murder. 
You might even call it a slow start, 
but there's no way around the hum- 
drum, methodical routine attached to 
police matters —• even murder. If 
Wlderberg achieves anything with 
"Man on the Roof," it's a conscious 
effort to deglamorlze the detective 
mystique. 


Unlike Starsky and Hutch, the men 


assigned to the case are about as ex- 
citing as a warmed-over TV dinner. 
Granted, none of the faces are famil- 
iar to American audiences, but it 
wouldn't matter. 


Martin Beck is a portly, straight- 


faced homicide detective who is as- 
signed the case. It's his Job. More in- 
teresting than the man himself is

Beck's attitude toward the murdered 
victim 


HE WAS A BAD cop, a man who 


used as brutal tactics in enforcing the 
law as those employed to kill him. 
This is undoubtedly unsettling to 
.Beck, who nevertheless plods along 
with the aid of a very unassuming 
partner to track down the killer. 


And find him they do, atop an 


apartment building picking off police- 
men at random as revenge for an un- 
fortunate incident that caused his 
•wife's death 10 years before. 


Too many American films attempt 


to make heroes out of killers, misun- 
derstood, abused victims of society 
who couldn't help themselves. 


Wlderberg doesn't. I'm glad. Still, It 


doesn't make it any easier to sit 
through that final rash of shooting. 
I've been snipered to death by films 
in the last year. I'm not shocked any- 
more, just bored. 


TO BAD, because Widerberg puts' 


crime fighting in its proper per- 
spective and some character scenes 
are very effective, including one in 
which Beck interrogates the murder- 
er's parents. 


But I wouldn't make a trip into Chi- 


cago to see "A Man on the Roof." 
That's the only place it's playing now. 
If it weren't for my job, I probably 
wouldn't go see it at all. The film is

OF COURSE, THE singer has plen- 


ty of help from his friends on stage, 
particularly backup singer' Pamela 
Fwner. 


Ms. Keener opens the show with 


"Case on Down the Road" from the 
hit musical "The Wiz." It's a well- 


done number that, like moot of her 
others, spotlights her bouncy delivery. 
But with a soulful version of "Send in 
the Clowns" she proves she has the 
range to handle a variety of musical 
assignments. 


Just as proficient is Vignon's young

Records take excursion 
through history of rock 


by BRUCE MEYER 


Two good new albums with different 


ways of bringing you rock 'n' roll: 


Dave Edmunds — "Get It" (Swan 


Song SS-8418) - Sometimes it's re- 
warding to spend your time looking 
imaginatively backward, 


Dave Edmunds Is a Welshman and 


a veteran of the seething British rock 
scene since the mld'BOs, who period- 
ically sandwiches a recorded ex- 
cursion Into the rock 'n' roll history 
books between stints as a producer 
for other artists. The format of "Get 
If Is typical — a free-wheeling tour 
of American pop styles from early 
rockabilly through late-'60s boogie. 


Ironically, Edmunds' ongoing ex- 


periment with the past comes off 
sounding far more innovative — and 
more fun — than most of the main- 
stream rockers currently dominating 
the charts. 


EDMUNDS' PRE-1967 history Is 


similar to that of many-British musi- 
cians — a study In scuffling from one 
unknown band to another, looking for 
the big break. After the breakup of a 
group called Love Sculpture in that 
year, though, Edmunds went his own 
way. He holed up at a recording stu- 
dio for two and a half years,*learnlng 
his way around the control room like 
few musicians ever have, re-inventing 
the techniques that helped give the 
early rockers their 45-rpm punch. 


Since then, he has become a major 


British producer, but he has also re- 
mained a musician, turning out his 
recorded essays In the rock 'n' roll 
history. Perhaps because he combines 
old techniques with modern tech- 
nology and sound reproduction, Ed- 
munds' records manage to sound both 
faultlessly authentic and right up to 
date. 


Discovering rock 


"Get It" Is certainly his best to 


date. Edmunds does all the singing- 
background vocals included — and all 
the guitar work, plus stints on all the 
other instruments. 


THE RESULT is a version of Hank 


Williams' "Hey Good Lookln'" in a 
perfect Oklahoma twang, a "Where or 
When" (yes, the Rodgers and Hart 
tune) that would do Dion and the Bel- 
monts proud, and 11 others, Including 
songs by Bob Seger, Graham Parker 
and Arthur "Big Boy" Crudup. There 
are also five solid rockers by Ed- 
munds and his collaborator, Nick 
Lowe, Including one Lowe tune, "I 
Knew The Bride," that Is one of the 
year's real gems. 


Foreigner — "Foreigner" (Atlantic 


SD-18215) — The word inside the mu- 
sic biz is that this Anglo-American 
sextet will become "1977's Boston," 
meaning that they'll 'sell several mil- 
lion copies of this album over the next 
six months and be filling 20,000-seat 
stadiums around the country by the 
end of the summer. 


That sort of explosive popularity 


doesn't seem likely to occur twice in 
as many years, but there's no denying 
Foreigner is a fine, mainstream rock 
band with excellent writing and a gen- 
uinely outstanding lead singer. 


"Fells Like The First Time," the 


opening track on the album, is a ma- 
jor hit single, and there are several 
other songs here that could do equally 
well. 


This year's Boston or not, Foreigner 


looks to have a big future.

Play: work of babyhood 


In this business 


change can make 


a big difference 


Adults can share the fun 


by KENT GARLAND DURTT 


During a visit to our house a pre- 


schooler named Jeffrey, drawn to the 
woods at the edge of our backyard, 
proposed to his sister, "Let's play di- 
nosaurs. I'll be prehistoric man." 
Quickly avioding being cast in the 
role of an extinct animal, 3-year-old 
Courtney announced, "And I'll be pre- 
historic woman!" 


Bright children choose grown-up 


roles for pretend activities. Slower-de- 
veloping children often get stuck 
playing the baby or some kind of ani- 
mal. 


Before two years of age children en- 


ter into simple forms of make-believe 
play. This Is one sign that your baby 
now is able to entertain ideas and im- 
ages in thought. He is not just locked 
into the concrete things he looks at. 


TO ENCOURAGE imagination you 


can offer simple props. A toy tele- 
phone turns a toodler into a mommy 
or daddy talking to a friend, some- 
times with striking similarities to par- 
ents' customary gestures or body pos- 
ture. A carton of plastic bottles or 
some envelopes and a slotted ehoebox 
can transform a child instantly Into a 
milkman or postman. A wagon or the 
arm of an easy chair makes a suit- 
able delivery van; it also serves as a 
commuter train for businessman or 
career woman. Kitchen utensils foster 
playing roles as home cooks — either 
male or female. A tool kit inspires 
work as a builder or gardener. Hats 
and costumes launch flights of fancy, 
too. 


These fantasies may begin during 


solitary play, but if a parent enters 
into the fun as customer or on-the-job 
colleague, the situation can be used to 
expand a toddler's vocabulary. Paren- 
tal participation prepares the way for 
make-believe games with peers later 
on. 


AS JUST-UNDER 2-year-olds phase 


out of the intense examination of 
small objects end the physical envi- 
ronment of their home, they become 
increasingly interested in their moth- 
er. They watch her actions. They call 
upon her more frequently for assis- 
tance or approval. They see a new toy 
as a means of hooking her on inter- 
action with them. 


No toy serves this purpose better 


than the ever-popular ball. What par- 
ent can offer a ball as a plaything 
without spending a few moments play- 
Ing catch? 


Interest in balls begins during the 


crawling period, with lightweight 
beach balls a favorite because a little 
punch sends them a long way. Foot- 
balls are also fascinating because 
they wobble strangely when shoved. 
Crawlers, walkers and runners also 
like balls because retrieving them 
provides the opportunity to execute 
their newly developed manner of cov- 
ering ground. 


AT THE AGE of 15 months, accord- 


ing to Harvard Preschool Project ex- 
perts, a child plays with .a ball more 
frequently than any other toy. The ex- 
perts note that the most captivating 
type of ball is one most parents would 
never think of purchasing for a tod- 
dler: the classic Ping-Pong ball. It 
bounces a lot of times when dropped; 


it creates a syncopated series of 
sounds as it taps its way along the 
floor. It is small enough to be held in 
one small hand, and throwing-it will 
not knock over any lamps and thereby 
invite a scolding. 


A neophyte's ability to problem- 


'solve can be strengthened through 
puzzles, lotto cards and pull-apart, 
put-together toys. The parent's job is 
to present the simpler ones first and 
work up to the more complicated. In- 
laid puzzles of wood, hard rubber or ~ 
plastic are good starters. European 
jigsaw puzzles to be found in gift 
shops or educational toy stores are 
well worth the money. The pieces of 
each puzzle 'can be readily identified 
for storage by marking the backs with 
different colors of cloth tape. 


LOTTO CARDS exercise a 2- to 


3-year-old's amazing ability to dis- 
tinguish discrepancies. Although lotto 
sets are often sold as a game for sev- 
eral players, matching the cards to 
the game board is a happy form of 
. solitaire, especially if mom is nearby 
doing some behind-the-scenes arrang- 
ing to ensure the toddler doesn't have 
too much trouble choosing the appro- 
priate card. The easy cards have very 
dissimilar pictures. The harder cards 
have pictures with subtler differences. 


A child who enjoys toys with com- 


pound parts that fit together needs

Caffeine the harmful

ingredient in coffee 


You advised a woman with high blood pressure not to drink 


coffee, tea, colas or to smoke clgaretes. 


I am 7» and these past three months I have taken medicine for 


my blood pressure. It goes up and down so my doctor gave me 
medicine for II. 


Should I itop using Sanka coffee? I do not smoke or use soft 


drinks and watch my salt. What should 1 drink for breakfast? 


In your case you can drink decaffeinated coffee, such as Sanka. 


I don't recommend it for people having digestive complaints. The 
reason (or avoiding coffee is that it contains caffeine which has the 
opposite action of tranquilizers and medicines used to prevent or 
control elevated blood pressure. 


A good drink for breakfast is fortified skim milk or even the low 


fat milk, and then there are the fruit juices. Coffee, tea and cocoa 
are not necessary lor breakfast or for any other meal. I am send- 
ing you The Health Letter number 1-B, Blood Pressure. Others who 
want this issue can send 50 cents with a long stamped envelope for 
it.

I have had a hissing noise in my ears for the past two years. I 


had my hearing checked a year ago and the physician told me 25 
per cent of my hearing in my right ear was lost. The hissing 
started In my right ear. 


I'm 69 years old, 6 feet tall and weigh 190 pounds. A year and a 


half ago on any annual examination my cholesterol count was up 
so I was placed on a low fat diet. Despite the diet and Atromld-S 
my count Is still not as low as It should be. 


Is there any relief from this Irritating noise In my ears? My 


doctor says this Is tied In with my cholesterol count. 


This Is one of the more annoying problems a person can experi- 


ence Hissing, roaring, buzzing or continuous noises in the ear are 
caused by many different factors. 


One common simple cause is wax in the ear. This is not your 


problem I would presume because of your medical examinations. 


While some such noises are caused by vascular disease, many 


are not on this basis. The cholesterol levels you included in the 
rest of your letter are not exceptionally high for office determina- 
tions, but 1 do think it is a good idea for you to lose weight and 
follow measures to keep your cholesterol level within normal lev- 
els. 


You should have a consultation with an ear, nose and throat 


specialist Some cases are caused by associated hearing problems 
that can be corrected. An example here Is disease of the small 
hearing bones in the middle ear that can become inflamed or 
ossified togehter (otosclerosis). Some of these cases can be 
treated. 


Because of the long list of ear problems that can be associated 


with ringing hi the ears, I think anyone with this problem, and the 
cause is not known, should be evaluated by an ear, nose and throat 
specialist. 


Some cases cannot be successfully treated by any measures. An 


Interesting new idea Is that some refractory cases may be helped 
by blofeedback. These are training sessions related to self moni- 
toring of your responses — which is what blofeedback is all about. 
Dr. John W. House of the Ear Research Institute in Los Angeles 
has studied 41 patients this way with some success.

If the door is of anodyzed aluminum, steel wool should not have 


been used — only mild soap. Try using a glass polish on it. Enough 
of It might stay*to preserve what finish is left. 


Dear Dorothy: This is to thank Alma Heuer who suggested her 


method of removing a cake so part of it didn't stick to the pan. 
She urged greasing the pan well with the white hydrogenated 
vegetable shortening, and then sprinkling the bottom of the pan 
with fine bread crumbs. My prime cake turned out a beautiful 
brown.—Mrs. L. J. Kesten Jr.

Emmys producer ready for action 


John PetrJe isn't going to be able to enjoy the 


Chicago Emmys tonight until it's all over. For 90 
minutes, the television producer will have the jitters, 
ulcers, headaches and butterflies that come with 
having the whole world in your hands 


After weeks of planning, preparation and thought, 


Petrie, executive producer for WMAQ, Channel 5, 
the NBC-owned television station in Chicago, will be 
responsible for seeing that the live awards show 
comes off as planned and finishes on time. 


It is the kind of Job that is associated with finger- 


nail-biting But, fingernail-biting doesn't really help 
in this case. 


THE HAILING OF today's television shows and 


stars is a spectacular event reminiscent of the me- 
dium's origins An awards show, like the early days 
of television, depends on the unpredictability of live 
broadcast and human nature. That's what makes it 
fun and a challenge tc produce. 


There is no sure way to predict just bow long the 


acceptance speeches will last. Some award-winners 
grab the Emmy and run while others ramble on and 
on in the spotlight, thanking everyone from their 
doctor to their paperboy. 


And there is no way to predict whether the pre- 


senters will stumble over their scripted dialogue — 
or their own feet, for that matter — on the way to 
the podium. 


Guest entertainers or the show host may decide to 


ham it up under the bright lights and throw the 
whole show into an unexpected and much scourged 
overtime. If the awards show runs over its allotted 
00-mlnutes, it pushes back the local news and the 
late movie, and the late, late movie after that. 


THAT'S ALL PART of the burden that producer 


John Petrie has to bear. What appears to be a tele- 
vision night reminiscent of Hollywood glitter and 
ease really is a phenomenal fret for persons like 
Petrie behind the scenes. 


Petrie is familiar with the headaches of an awards 


show. He produced the Chicago Emmy Awards pro- 
gram two years ago at the Arie Crown Theatre when 
the worst of all things happened. The show ran eight 
minutes long because guest comedian Milton Berle 
did a 14-minute monologue rather than the rehearsed 
six-minute bit. 


"So how do you give someone like Milton Berle the 


hook off the stage?" Petrie said, v"We tried to work 
around it but we couldn't. A few accepters ran long 
and the whole thing ran long. That killed us on the 
clock, but It won't happen this year." 


Chicago wasn't given the nickname "Windy City" 


for nothing. Some persons in this town love to talk, 
especially the television personalities who are such 
pals with the cameras anyway. 


With that in mind, Petrie ign'friakiflg any chances. 


Achievement awards for individuals working in front 
and behind the camera will be announced during the 
televised show but will be presented before the pro- 
gram begins to save time. 


"Last year there turned out to be 17 individual 


awards. There could be that many this year, so it's 
best to do it this way," he said. 


THERE ARE 10 award categories, and there could 


be a limitless number of awards given out in each 
category. The categories cover every conceivable as- 
pect of local television programming and consider 
the efforts of WMAQ, Channel 5, WLS, Channel 7, 
WBBM, Channel 2, WGN, Channel 9, WTTW, Chan- 
nel 11; WCIU, Channel 26; WFLD, Cnannel 32; and 
WSNS, Channel 44. 


"Not knowing how many awards will be presented 


in each category is a real problem for us. We want 
to show a short film clip of the program or person 
that wins, and we are ready to do that, but we don't 
have enough time to show more than one," Petrie 
said. 


The local Emmy Awards show, which will air from 


9 to 10 30 p.m. on Channel 5, has a loose theme of 
"Chicago" that has been woven around the show's 
host, Steve Allen 


Allen is a Chlcagoan who will no doubt find himself 


comfortable and somewhat sentimental in the sur- 
roundings of the newly renovated Navy Pier Audito- 
rium and Promenade. 


Entertainers for the program will include Mary 


Travers, formerly of the group Peter, Paul and 
Mary, who got her start in an Old Town club; and 
Chad Mitchell, who organized the Chad Mitchell 
Trio, which was popular in the 1960s and who got his 
start by playing in Chicago's Near North Side clubs. 


A satiric comedy skit that inevitably will hit home, 


will focus on local newscasts. "The Channel 3, 10 
p m, Eyewitness Newscenter" will parody the

fiercely competitive news climate In (Chicago. 


PETRIE AND HIS creative crew also have assem- 


bled a prerecorded film, sort of a collage to music, 
that will offer glimpses of each of the locally pro- 
duced television programs and stars who have been 
nominated for an Emmy Award. 


Each presenter will have a written, predetermined 


monologue about the award category they are pre- 
senting or the nominees. 


"After all, the viewers at home want a good 


enough look at their favorite television stars to be 
able to make comments on what they are wearing or 
how they look," Petrie said. "That'u half the fun of 
it for the people at home." 


The presenters will include Lee Phillip, Jorie Lue- 


loff, Bill Kurtis, Fahey Flynn and Irv Kupcinet. Cat- 
egories of achievement will include investigative re- 
porting, spot or general newi coverage, feature newt 
stories or mini-series, news specials and public af- 
fairs programs. 


PETRIE SAYS HE feels confident about Steve Al- 


len's ability to roll with the punches, ad lib and keep 
the show moving along at a reasonable pace. 


Show director Tom Verdi will be busy behind the 


scenes, cueing and cutting, mkklng nure the script Is 
followed to a T. 


Petri will be just outside the auditorium in a con- 


trol truck, watching the event from various camera 
angles on a monitor and giving directions and orders 
through his headphones. 


"At that point it's all a mattei of value judg- 


ments," he said. "You ask me if I'm tense about it 
coming off all right — you bet I am. I know the 
program has been well thoughtout and planned, It's 
just a matter of executing it properly. You aren't 
going to know until you try." 


A CREW OF ABOUT 50 cameramen, makeup art- 


ists, stage hands, technicians and other personnel 
will put the program on for a base cost of $75,000, 
Petrie said. The station has its costs reimbursed by 
selling commercial air time whlile the National 
Academy of Television Arts and .Sciences gets its 
money back by selling dinner tickets to the black tie 
event. 


Petrie insists that the awards show, which will be 


attended by nearly 1,000 and will be the beneficiary 
of high ratings and condescending reviews, will not 
be the typical Hollywood glitter spectacle that other 
such shows are — the national Emmys show not 
withstanding, but it was cancelled this year because 
of a rift between the National Academy of Television 
Arts and Sciences and its Hollywood chapter. 


"This kind of a show is a thrill, a challenge and a 


headache all in equal amounts. A show like this is 
one of the biggest challenges that television has to 
offer," Petrie said.

Baltimore manager Earl Weaver 


locked the clubtaouM doors after the 
game to apologize for the whole thing. 


And the end result was a 7-4 So* 


win-over the Oriole* at Comiskey 
Park Thursday night before a chilly, 
out intimate "Mule Night" gathering 
of 8,331. 


THE SOX SCORED seven runs in 


the lint three innings but the Orioles 
came back and threatened late in the 
game when Sox starter Francisco 
Barrios' arm stiffened up. The win- 
ning margin turned out to be a bases- 
loaded double by Essian in the Sox 
four-run third liming. It was a double 
helped by Weaver's "strategy." 


The Baltimore pilot thought first 


base was open when he brought in 
lefthander Scott McGregor to in- 
tentionally walk righthander Essian. 
But the bases were loaded and 
McGregor under the rules had to face 
at least one man, so Weaver could do 
nothing but sit back and see if Essian 
would take advantage of the righty 
vs. lefty percentages. 


"I just f—d up," Weaver said after 


he had locked the clubhouse doors af- 
ter the game to apollgize to the team 
for the blunder. "It cost us the 
game." 


"All I know Is that I hit lefties a 


heckuva lot better than I hit Eighties," 
said Essian. "I wondered what the 
heck he (Weaver) was doing." 


BARRIOS LOOKED sharp in his

That brought on the Sox "stopper," 


Lerrin LaGrow, who bailed out Bar- 
rios, but ran into trouble of his own in 
the eighth when he gave up three con- 
secutive Singles to load the bases with 
one out. That brought on Dave Ham- 
ilton, who got the Sox out of the jam 
with only one run in and ended up 
earning his first save since May 6. 


The win moved the second place 


Sox a game closer to division-leading 
Minnesota, which lost 10-3 to the Van-" 
kees Thursday. The Sox trail Min- 
nesota now by two games. 


The eighth inning run off LaGrow 


was only the fifth earned run off the 
big righthander in 33 innings. His 
' earned run average is 1.36. 


"I didn't have anything wanning 


up, but you have'to come in there and 
throw as hard as you can," said 
LaGrow. "My arm didn't feel good at 
all tonight." 


THE HITTING heroes in addition to 


Essian for the Sox were Alan Bannis- 
ter whose Mor4 outing raised his av- 
erage to .314 and Wayne' Nordhagen, 
in right field in place of Richie Zisk 
who's still sidelined with a sore neck. 
Nordhagen was 2-for-4. 


Baltimore starter Mike Flanagan 


(1.4) gave up a run in the first, two 
more in the second and. was charged 
with one of the Sox third inning runs 
as he lasted just two innings. Tony 
Chavez was charged with the other 
three which scored on the double by 
Essian off McGregor. Barrios is now 
5-3 on the season. 


Sox Manager Bob Lemon has rear- 


ranged his pitching rotation, shuffling 
young Chris Knapp off to the bullpen 
and returning Bart Johnson to the 
starting line. Johnson, who was 
bumped from the rotation earlier'in 
the season, has looked sharp in relief 
lately while Knapp has been struggl- 
ing despite a &2 record.

The tension was incredible. For a 


young Cub fan growing up in a sea of 
Sox loyalists, the idea of losing to the 
White Sox was paralyzing in its rami- 
fications. The Cubs would win perhaps 
60 games all year and end up in last 
place, but. when it came time to play 
the White Sox, well, they just had to 
win. 


FOR SOX fans it must have been 


worse. A defeat at the hands of the 
lowly Cubs was almost more than hu- 
manly bearable. Here, in the 1950s 
anyway, was a learn that fought 
tooth-and-nail with the Yankees of 
Mantle and Berra — and they held 
their own — and for them to lose to 
the Cubs was anathema to Sox fans. 


For years and years, though, the Sox 


lost — and for all those years the Sox 
Sans claimed it was because their 
team didn't want to waste themselves 


for the hot American League pennant 
race. 


And, 
of course, 
we 
Cub fans 


laughed. We laughed because the 
South Siders were so pompous and so 
cocksure and, in the end, we knew 
they weren't going to win the pennant 
anyhow. 


That's why it hurts now — now that 


the shoe is on the other foot. The 
series ended because Leo Durocher — 
that eternal spoilsport — didn't want 
to waste the Cubs for the hot National 
League pennant race. 


PLANS FOR continuing the series 


this season, never really above the 
drawing-board stages, have been jun- 
ked because Sox owner Bill Veeck 
couldn't cut through the red tape at 
Clark and Addison. 


"We wrote to them this year and 


they wrote back and said no," lamen- 
tded Veeck, a former Cub employee 
who remembers the good old days 
when the Cubs and Sox played pre- 
season and post-season City Series. 


"It's dead for this year but we're 


working on next year," Veeck added. 
"I think it's a great idea and it's sad 
that it was stopped." 


Cub general manager Bob Kennedy 


licked off several reasons "why the 


game just wasn't feasible — this year 
or any year. 


"Let's say you want to get together 


sometime in August and both teams 
are involved in the'pennant race," 
said Kennedy. "And let's say-one of 
the players gets hurt. Of course, you 
have to useNyour regular players, you 
don't want to use second-liners and 
they won't let you use free substitu- 
tion rules." 


KENNEDY ALSO cited scheduling 


conflicts, player-contract limitations, 
and the question of who gets what 
charity. 


In response, Veeck offered: "We'll 


play the game any time, any place, 
for any charity." 


That's where it stands, with the Sox 


and Veeck literally begging for the 
game while the staid, old Cubs 
seemingly refuse to get involved. 


"I don't have a feeling about it one 


way or the other," said Kennedy, who 
managed in the Boys Benefit game 
three times when he was with the 
Cubs in 1963-65. "But we'll sit'down 
next fall and look at the schedule and 
see if we can work something out." 


KENNEDY doesn't sound too en- 


couraging. But, then, he's got a hot 
pennant race to think about.

It'll soon be Western Open time, 


and you con bet you'll hear the famil- 
iar gripe that the big winners won't 
be ploying there again this year. 


It's truo golfers like Jack Nicklaus 


and Arnold Palmer probably won't be 
playing when the Western gets under- 
way June 23 at Butler National Golf 
Course In Oak Brook. But the big win- 
ners this year have been the young- 
sters, whose names were unknown to 
golf fans until this season. 


Andy Bean, Tom Purtzer and Jim 


Simons will be there to name several 
of the "Young Lions" who will be 
challenging defending champion Al 
Celberger and post champion Hale Ir- 
wln for the title. 


BEAN 21, a former Western Ama- 


teur champion, captured his first tour- 
nament victory in the Doral Open ear- 
lier this year. Purtzer, 25, won the 
Los Angeles Open, and Simons, 27, 
took the New Orleans championship 
for-their first tour victories. 


The three young stars are among 


the leading money winners on the 
tour, all three having already earned 
over $60,000 this year. A victory by 
one of the trio would push his earn- 
ings into six figures, since first place 
in the Western is worth $40,000 of the 
total $200,000 purse. 


The big names have skipped the 


Western for years saying its position 
in the schedule — a week after the 
U.S. Open and a week before the Brit- 
ish Open — makes it too difficult to 
play.

The 
Sporting News had a big story ready 
to go, but I convinced them It was 
overblown.

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Synthetics are taking over 
Sports world is 'plastic' 


NEW YORK - Playing fields ... 


grandstand seats ... tennis rackets 
.,. golf clubs ... sailboats ...

That's only the beginning of the in- 


trusion of the world of plastics and 
synthetics into the world of sports In 
the last 15 years, man-made materials 
have revolutionized the sports In- 
dustry. 


There are synthetic uniforms, play- 


Ing surfaces and even all-weather sta- 
dium domes. 'Plastics are replacing 
traditional wood, metal, leather and 
natural fibers in the manufacture of 
Implements for many types of sports 
and recreational facilities. 


"THERE ARE several reasons," 


says Donald L. Miller of Toledo, a 
marketing manager for the Owens- 
Corning Flberglas Corporation. "In 
some cases it was purely a matter of 
economics. In some cases, plastic ma- 
terials led to better performances. 
And In others, the original natural 
materials simply became scarce and 
substitutes had to be found. 


"Specialty woods, for instance, are 


in extremely short supply " 


One type of wood pole vaulters cer- 


tainly don't miss is bamboo. First, 
metal replaced bamboo In vaulting 
poles. Then come fiberglass — the 
biggest revolution of all. 


Cornelius Warmerdam's record of 


15 feet 7% inches, set with a bamboo 
pole in 1942, stood for 15 years until 
, metal-polers began chipping away at 
'!- it. Now, with all hands using flberg- 
*" lass, the record Is 18-8V4. 


PLASTICS HAVE taken precious 


pounds off an Indy-type racing car. 
Cost of hulls for racing hydroplanes 
' has been reduced by half. World class 


" • skiers travel up to 15 miles per hour 


faster on plastic skis than on wood. 
Archery experts fly an arrow nearly a 
mile farther with a fiberglass bow 
than with the best of woods. 


Pleasure boating has gone through 


as dramatic a change as pole-vaulting 
in recent years. About 90 per cent of 
all sailboats these days have fiberg- 
lass hulls. 


"Water and fiberglass were made 


lor each other," says Miller. "There 
is no nut, no wood decay or chipped 
paint to contend with." 


Plastics were made for kids and 


young people, too. Sports or recrea- 
tional activities actually were created 
or sent soaring by introduction of new 
materials. Remember the hula hoop? 
Now the skateboard craze and a fan- 
tastic surge in surfing, Miller says, 
came from applications of plastics. 


HE ESTIMATES more than 10 mil- 


lion skateboards were manufactured 
last year, some of light thermal plas- 
tic selling for only a few dollars and 
the stronger ones of fiberglass rang- 
ing from about $20 to $185 and up. 


Surfboards, owned by only a few 


aficionados in the days of 90-pound 
wooden boards, have blossomed on 
ocean beaches almost everywhere. 


"A fiber glass surfboard can be un- 


der 15 pounds," says Miller. "That 


means they can be carried by anyone. 
Further, young people in the world to- 
day are attuned to color and the new 
boards can be made Into all sorts of 
colorful turn-on designs." 


The fiberglas corporation and sim- 


ilar companies product only the raw 
material. It's the manufacturers who 
apply that material to the design and 
construction of countless Items for 
sports, the home, Industry, commu- 
nications, transportation, whatever. 


"I KNOW or AT least one manu- 


facturer who Is making a fiber glass 
baseball bat," says Miller. "The wood 
core is maple, with plastic molded 
around It. It looks exactly like a-wood- 
en bat, with wood texture and all. Un- 
like the aluminum bat that's been 
around for awhile, it doesn't sting 
when a ban Is hit. It give* a red 
crack, like a wood bat." 


Little Leagues arty the colleges have 


approved the new bat, he says. 


At the Montreal Olympics, more 


than one million pounds of raw mate- 
rial were molded into color-coded sta- 
dium seats. One company specializes 
in providing plastic or fiber glass 
"caps" to fit over the top of worn-out 
wooden bench seats in U. S. football 
stadiums. Operators of some older 
stadiums are replacing wood seats en- 
tirely with long "boards" of plastic.

and one million play baseball, which

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Testing if 
this ball or 
that ball... 


HOLLA, Mo. - With baseballs leav- 


ing big league parks and runners 
crossing the plate at an accelerated 
pace, many baseball observers have 
wondered whether a little rabbit has 
been added to the cowhide this year. 


At the University of Missouri at 


Bella they took on air cannon, a radar 
gun, and 144 baseballs to try to find 
out. 


IN VESTS supervised by Dick But- 


ler, bead of umpires for the American 
League, Or. Lee Bane of the univer- 
sity's mathematics department com- 
pared the velocity of baseballs made 
by Spaldlng and used by the majors 
last season with Rawlings baseballs 
used this year. 


Bane said the balls, 72 from each 


sporting goods company, weie fired 
from the cannon 30 feet into a wooden 
backstop 3-'a Inches thick at speeds 
clocked by radar at up to 60 miles an 
hour. Each ball was used five times. 


The purpose of the test, Bane said, 


was to measure the velocity of the 
ball going into the target as compared 
to Its speed on the rebound. 


Results of the test should be an- 


nounced soon by the league offices. 
Bane explained the results will be the 
same whether a stationary backstop 
or a fast-moving baseball bat is used, 
because what matters is the differ- 
ence between the speeds coming and 
going, not the speed Itself. 


SPALD1NG HAD the major-league 


baseball contract for more than a cen- 
tury, but Rawlings won the contract 
this year. As soon as spring training- 
opened, observers noticed an increase 
in hitting, and the ball was the prime 
suspect. 


Criticism of the Rawlings ball has 


come from many sides, but unscientif- 
ic tests to determine whether the ball 
is juiced up have been inconclusive. 


The university tests were ordered to 


settle the matter, but that doesn't 
mean the controversy will end. Raw- 
lings officials already are prepared 
for a possible result showing 'their 
baseball is more inclined to jump off 
the bat than balls used In recent sea- 
sons. 


If that's the case, they say, that 


doesn't mean there's anything wrong 
with their ball. All it means is that 
the Spaldlng balls weren't as lively as 
they should have been.

Is damp or humid, the engine will die tlx or seven times when I 
start out In the morning. After that, tt Is okay. It's also okay in 
cold or dry weather. No one seems to have an answer for this.

Mr. J.P.S.: I assume you have a Dodge or Plymouth. You would 


seem to be experiencing carburetor icing which usually occurs 
when the temperature ranges from 30 to 50 degrees and the rela- 
tive humidity Is in excess of 65%. The problem can often be re- 
duced by using an anti-icing additive in the gasoline.

Auto Column: I have a 1970 pickup truck with a turn light prob- 


lem. The two front lights work as they are supposed to but, when a 
right lorn signal Is given, both lights blink. Vten the brake Is 
applied, It cancels the turn signal Indicators on the dash. 1 pulled 
the steering wheel and it doesn't look as If anything Is wrong with 
the switch. What I mean is, It doesn't show much wear.

the carburetor bowl will boll over into the Intake manifold and 
that's where the smell is coming from. It's called percolation.

Driving a well equipped van is like 


enjoying the best of two worlds. 


As a luxurious people-hauler, a sta- 


tion wagon can't bold a candle to it. 
And for hosting a tailgate party at the 
game or inviting some friends to join 
you for a picnic outing.what could be 
better? 


I discovered that recently when, for 


a week, I drove a 1977 Chevrolet Ver- 
savan, converted by Bostrom. 


COMPLETELY carpeted and panel- 


led, the six-passenger Versavan has 
four high-back swlveling and reclining 
seats, one being the driver's, and a 
double bench seat, facing forward, in 
the rear. A portable serving table on 
a pillar can be set up in either the 
mid or rear area. 


Mounted from the ceiling toward 


the front *f the.van was a five-inch 
Sony black-and-white television. An 
omnidirectional antenna is mounted 
on the roof. Up front is an AM-FM 
stereo radio and an eight-track tape 


deck with a six-speaker1 system. Indi- 
vidual stereo headsets are available 
for $25 each. This van had two. 


Overhead at each seating position 


was a console with an individual read- 
ing light, TWradio-etereo tape selec- 
tor switch, speaker, headset jack and 
a volume control for either the head- 
set or speaker. 


THE VERSAVAN had front and 


rear air conditioning and heating sys- 
tems. It also had a portable refrig- 
erator that will hold up to 30 pounds 
of food and beverages and in the rear, 
behind the two-passenger bench seat, 
was a storage area where I carried 
my grill, charcoal and picnic supplies. 


If I had cared to, I could have fold- 


ed the rear seat cushion to convert 
the seat into a 3ft foot square play 
pen or remove the seat entirely to 
open up a storage area, six feet long 
by three and a half feet wide, for mat- 
tresses, golf clubs, luggage or what- 
ever. 


Driving the Venavan, with its wide 


window areas, was no more difficult 


than driving a station wagon. In fact, 
sitting high and far forward, the driv- 
er has an unparalleled view of traffic. 
All side windows had privacy shades 
except in the driver and front passen- 
ger area. 


THE TEST van had a 350 cubic inch 


V-8 engine with automatic trans- 
mission. I averaged 8.5 miles per gal- 
lon in freeway and city driving and 
10.8 miles per gallon on a highway 
trip. 


Except for a somewhat firmer ride, 


the Versavan, with power brakes and 
steering, handled as well as a station 
wagon, whether on winding roads or 
in traffic. 


It would accelerate from zero to 50 


miles an hour In 9.8 seconds and from 
30 to 50 — merging with freeway traf- 
fic — in only 5.5 seconds. 


The basic van chassis costs $4,388 


and factory-installed options added by 
C h e v r o l e t boosted the price to 
$7,506.55. The conversion by Bostrom 
cost another $4,610 for a total price of 
$12,118.55 as tested.

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Lawn weed control differs according to category 


by JIM NAWOJ

Lawn weeds can be grouped Into 


two major categories, each requiring 
a particular method of control. Broad- 
leaved weeds or dlcots, include dan- 
delions, chdckweed, clover, plalntaln 
— weeds that bear no resemblance to 
grasses in the lawn. Grassy weeds or 
monocots are crabgrass, foxtail, nim- 
blewill, coarse fescue or weeds which 
resemble grass. 


Broadleaved weeds allow for two 


major methods of control. A few 
weeds in the lawn can be removed 
mechanically by pulling. Many broad- 
leaf weeds have a very extensive and 
deep root system, such as the dan- 
delion. If the root, or any part of the < 
root, la left behind, a new plant will 
appear shortly. 


Moderate to large numbers of 


broadleaf weeds in the lawn will re- 
quire the use of chemical herbicides 
for extermination. The most com- 
monly used chemical for this purpose 
Is 2,4-D. This systemic herbicide is 
absorbed by the plant organs on the 
surface of the ground and trans- 
located throughout the plant causing 
growth from growing tip to root tip 
and eventual death. This material 
does not prevent broadleaf weed 
growth so care must be taken not to 
apply too early In spring. Most formu- 
lations of 2,4-D kill as many as 50 dif- 
ferent broadleaf weeds so waiting un- 
til they all come up and are in vigor- 
ous growth could save time and mon- 
ey. 


THE CHEMICAL 2,4-D is available 


in both granular'and liquid forms. 
Both are the same chemical but appli- 
cation techniques are different. With 
the liquid, the chemical concentrate is 
mixed in a sprayer and the correct 
amount of material is applied to the 
designated lawn area. Spraying must 
be done carefully to avoid Injury to 
desirable plant growth bordering the 
lawn area. The herbicide will kill only 
the weed in the lawn, when directions 
on the container are followed care- 
fully. 


The other method of 2,4-D appli- 


cation is through a granular material. 
This method is the easiest and most 
effective. The herbicide can be mixed 
with a fertilizer. Granular 2,4-D must 
be applied to a wet lawn so the par- 
ticles cling to the weeds for at least 24 
hours when rain is expected. No 
sprinkling, mowing or heavy traffic 
should be allowed for one day after 
application. Mixing granular 2,4-D 
with fertilizer has advantages. Since 
weeds take up space in the lawn, ap- 
plying a fertilizer at the same time as 


Check for drought 


If your lawn is turning gray or 


shows footprints, it's suffering from 
drought. To check, try slipping a 
trowel into soil. It will go in easily if 
soil Is moist, but not if dry. 


If watering is indicated, turn on 


sprinklers, or a perforated plastic 
sprinkler hose and soak the dry spots. 
Water one half Inch every third day 
whenever rain falls to supply that 
much. 


Guest gardener 


a herbicide allows the areas vacated 
by the weeds to fill in with grass. It 
also helps thicken the lawn and 
creates the most Important aspect of 
controlling lawn weeds — a dense mat 
of turf. 


Grassy weeds fail into two cate- 


gories, annuals and perennials. The 
annual weeds, such as crabgrass and 


foxtail, are one-season plants. Be- 
cause they reseed themselves, the 
plant can be around for many years. 


The easiest way to rid the lawn of 


grassy annual weeds is to apply pre- 
emergent herbicides. These are put on 
in early spring and kill the plant just 
as germination begins when tempera- 
tures reach 80. Like 2,4-D, these prod- 


ucts are most effectively used when 
applied In combination with a granu- 
lar fojllizer. 


THE SECOND CATEGORY of gras- 


sy weeds, the perennials, are coarse 
fescue, nimblewill and quadtgrass 
and are much hardier than the blue 
grasses in lawns. They thrive and run 
over good grasses in hot, dry summer I 
weather because of deep and exten- 
sive root systems and are the first 
weeds up in early spring, persisting 
late into fall. 


The two major methods of control for 
grassy perennial weeds are mechani- 
cal removal and non-selective herbi- 
cides. To mechanically remove these 
problem grasses, cut out the turf 
areas where the unwanted grasses are 
to a depth of several inches, removing 
as much of the crown and root of the 
plant as possible. Obtain a piece of 
sod from your local nursery or part of 
your yard and cover the exposed 
area, fitting the sod as tightly as pos- 
sible. Watering well and keeping the 


sod thick should prevent reoccurrence 
of the problem weed in that area. 


A non-selective herbicide, such as 


dalapon, is also effective. These 
chemicals are intended to spot treat- 
ment only and will kill desirable 
grasses. Restrict use to areas you 
wish to eliminate. These chemicals 
are 'very strong and tend to con- 
taminate the soil. After killing the 
problem grass, wait a considerable 
length of tune before reseeding or re- 
sodding the treated areas.

Guarantee good vegetable harvest 
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by HAMILTON MASON 


Whether you're an old hand at 


growing vegetables or lust getting 
Into the act, a good harvest is what 
you're aiming for. That's something 
you don't just assume will happen. 
You take precautions. You make little 
extra efforts. 


Have you bad too much competition 


from birds with your young plants? 
Try covering them with fly screen. 
Make frames to fit whatever crops 
you're growing: wide and long for 
peas and beans; narrower for carrots, 
beets, and lettuce. They're needed 
only In the early part of the season — 
when plants reach six inches, birds 
aren't as Interested. Then, you store 
the frames for next year. 


IF YOU'VE BEEN plagued by 


gophers, build a raised bed. Dis- 
courage them by first lining its bot- 
tom with halMnch-mesh hardware 
doth. 


A USED COFFEE can makes a 


handy plant waterer when holes 


are punched in sides. There it no 


need to trench, no erosion, and 


lest weeds. 
Water drains slowly 


and is confined to roots. 


Labels telling which vegetables are 


planted where are always a problem, 
because they quickly become illegible. 
But they can be very bandy because 
they're right on the spot when you 
want to know something. Encase emp- 
ty seed packets between sheets of 
plastic as protection against rain and 
dampness. Or packets can be covered 
with mat-surface Scotch-type tape. 
Names remain readable throughout 
the growing year. If you don't want to 
use labels, keep a plan of your garden 
with varieties neatly indicated. The 
only problem here is remembering 
where you keep the plan. 


Raised beds are-a good way to keep 


your garden a manageable size. They 
are especially useful for vegetables 
you don't need or use in great quan- 
tity. 
' 


RAISED BEDS MAY be simply 


waUed-in rectangular mounds. You 
build the soU up and 'hold it in place 
with boards or railroad ties. The bot- 


tom of this type of raised bed is still 
the ground itself. 


Or maybe you want the growing 


space higher because your soil is poor 
and hard to work — or you don't like 
to bend so far. Because plants are 
within reasonable reach you'll find 
that seeding, planting, thinning, and 
weeding are all easier. The less work, 
the less temptation to skip chores — 
and, naturally, you'll get a better har- 
vest. 


Whatever type of garden you pick, 


proper watering is a job — whether 
plants are at the seedling stage or 
mature. A real time-saver is a simple 
old coffee can. Punch holes in the 
side, plunge the can in the soil by the 
plant, and fill with water. There's no 
wasted, water, no runoff, and it gets to 
the roots, where the plant needs it. 
You'll find this especially useful with 
tomatoes at all periods of growth. 


Preparing soil properly 
insures top garden results 


by SHEILA and ALLAN SWEMSON 
Gardening success begins in the 


soil. How well you prepare it, feed It 
and improve the soil will largely de- 
termine how successful your garden 
will be. 


Even poor sandy, clay or backfill 


from buildings can be improved, more 
easily than most people think. 


PICK THE BEST sunny, well- 


dralned location. A tiller Is ideal to 
start gardens in new locations, turn 
sod over, prepare a good seed bed. If 
you buy one, get a reverse gear model 
to back out of corners and maneuver 
around obstacles better. 


Till, or with spade or garden fork, 


turn soil six to eight inches deep. 
Don't work soil wlien it's wet. It be- 
come lumpy and you may harm the 
structure. Plant roots must have 
space through soil for air and nutri- 
ents to move freely. 


Save organic matter, old leaves, 


grass clippings, vegetable refuse to 
make compost. If soil has clay and Is 
compact, work in peat moss, sand, 


manure if available and compost 
from decayed vegetation, 


If soil is sandy or rocky, add peat 


moss and humus from compost. Sev- 
eral seasons of adding compost, peat, 
manure and other valuable organic 
matter Improves soil structure great- 
ly. It Improves moisture-holding ca- 
pacity in sandy or rocky soil, opens 
up clay soils. 


WHEN YOUR TURN soil in spring 


add fertilizer. For vegetable gardens 
an application of 10 pounds of basic 
5-10-5 per 100 square feet puts nutri- 
ents into the earth in advance of 
planting. You can side-dress started 
plants around hills or along rows later 
as the season progresses. 


In most soils east of the Missisippi, 


additional, periodic liming is benefi- 
cial and usually necessary. Spread 
lime before tilling so it can work to 
bring back the needed acid sweetness 
balance for maximum plant growth. 
Soil tests are helpful to determine 
lime and fertilizer needs. Local gar- 
den centers and county agricultural

HOW DID PEOPLE GET THEIR 


LAST NAMES? 


Someone says, "I'm going to see Mr. 


Brooks!" It probably happened that the 
ancestors of the present-day Mr. Brooks 
lived near a brook, and that's how he re- 
ceived the name. Mr. Jackson's fore- 
father was undoubtedly the son of Jack. • 
And where do you suppose Mr. Hill's 
ancestors liv^d? 


No one knows just when people start- 


ed using surnames. They weren't need- 
ed in England, for example, until after 
the Norman Conquest in 1066. There 
wasn't a large population before that 
time, and most people lived in small vil- 
lages where there weren't too many 
Williams or Roberts. Nobody got mixed 
up. 


After the Normans went to England,; 


cities began to grow. To keep tax rec- 
ords in proper order, family names be- 
came necessary. Names were often 
given out to match a person's trade or 
the place he worked. What do you sup- 
pose they named the man who was a 
carpenter? 


Smith, or Smythe, came from an oc- 


cupation. Every town had a smith with 
a forge who shod horses and made 
armor. Sometimes the blacksmith took 
the family name of Black. Smith, by the 
way, is the most common last name in 
both the United States and Canada. It is 
also a leading name in England, Scot- 
land and Wales. And there are the folks 
with the last name of Lefevre living in 
France. If you were to translate that, 
you'd come up with Smith again — just 
as you would by translating the Ger- 
man Schmidt. 


And who couldn't pick out the occupa- 


tions of people named Baker, Barber, 
Cook, Miller or Butler? 


Some last names came from geo- 


graphical locations: Lincoln, Kent, 
Weston, Leeds and London.

tions: Ford, Field, Wells, Meadows. 
Other names came from medieval nick- 
names: Long (for the tall man), Good- 
speed (for good luck) and Lowe (for the 
short man).

Tides are like waves. As the earth 


turns completely around each day, the 
moon and sun pull on the oceans. At any 
part of the coast, the water is pulled up 
in sort of a heap, which is what we call 
high tide. Then it is pulled away for 
what we call low tide. When it is high 
tide in one part of the world, the water 
lias been pulled away from another 
part. 


One scientist gives this good example 


of where the water goes when the tide 
is out: Think of water half filling a big 
pan. Gently turn' the pan to the left 
until the water is almost to the top of the 
pan. As this happens, the water on the 
right side becomes very low. Gently 
turn the pan the other way and the end 
that had been shallow is now deep. 
That's how the tides work.

hen's best friend for more than 25 
years. 


He spent, a lot of time at the country 


club, where he'd usually shoot a 
round of golf in the low 80s. Often, 
after a round, he'd go home to work 
with his roses. 


"He could take a leaf," Berger re- 


calls, "and make a tree out of it." 


Cohen had always loved gardening 


and yard work. Even as a young man, 
he attended college to study horticul- 
ture. But his father ran the Slbley 
Lumber Co. hi Harvard, and eventual- 
ly, Cohen was absorbed by the busi- 
ness.

as an avocation, sometimes playing it 
as much as two or three times a 
week.

Death penalty looms again in state courts 


by KURT BAER 


Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald, the 


presiding Judge in Cook County's 
criminal courts, has sentenced men to 
die on three occasions*. 


"If the crimes are heinous enough 


and if the law allows, you have no 
qualms about imposing a death sen- 
tence," he said Thursday. 


As a jurist, Fitzgerald said he be- 


lieves in Illinois' new death penalty 
bill which appears certain to become 
law following the Senate's over- 


whelming 40-13 approval of the bill 
Thursday.

Gov. James R. Thompson has prom- 


ised to sign the bill which would take 
effect immediately,- 


FITZGERALD SAID he believes the 


death peantly will help deter crime 
and he said Cook County judges will 
impose the sentence when circum- 
stances warrant. 


"I believe to the old philosophy that 


whether or not a type of sentence is a 
deterrent has to be predicated on a 
cost-benefit theory. In this instance,

the "cost" is the death penalty which 
has to be balanced against whatever 
benefit the individual might get from 
his crime. 


"If, for example, you place the 


death penalty on everyone convicted 
of stealing, an automobile, I'm sure 
there 'would be very few automobiles 
•stolen. The cost would far outweigh 
any possible benefit," he said 


"With the death penalty I believe 


somebody will probably think twice 
before killing a police officer on 
duty," he said. 


The bill authorizes a death sentence 


for the murder of: 


• A prison guard, inmate 01 guest 


of a state or local jail. 


• An on-duty policeman or fire- 


fighter. 


• Someone during a 
hijacking, 


armed robbery, rape, robbery, de- 
viate sexual assault, aggravated kid- 
naping, forcible detention such as 


holding hostages, arson, burglary or 
the taking indecent liberties with a 
child 


• A person by "contract." The per- 


son who hired the killer also would 
face death. 


Capital punishment also would ap- 


ply for mass murders, a second pre- 
meditated murder even if the murder 
did not fall into death penalty cate- 
gories, or the murder of a witness, 
whether or not that witness coopera-

25,000 persons who attended last 
year's display at Lake Park, Lee arid 
Howard streets, the'park board main- 
tained the position it took last month 
when it and the city's chamber of 
commerce decided not to sponsor this 
year's event.

hurt, in my opinion the fireworks just 
aren't worth it," Comr. Edward 
Keane said.

Haldeman, Mitchell start 
serving jail terms June 22 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Convicted 


Watergate conspirators H. R. Halde- 
man and John Mitchell will begin 
serving prison terms June 22 for their 
role in covering up the nation's worst 
political scandal, Judge John Sirica 
said Thursday. 


Sirica, the federal district court 


judge who presided at the Watergate 
coverup trial and handed down the 
sentences of 30 months to eight years 
for each man, made the announce- 
ment at an informal court session. 


He said he will make the surrender 


- date official when he receives the Su- 
preme Court's May 23 order refusing 
to review the cover-up convictions of 
Haldeman, Mitchell and their former 
colleague John Ehrlichman, who al- 
ready has begun serving his sentence. 


EURLICHMAN'S case was not in- 


volved in the 45-minute session before 
Sirica. Mitchell, the former attorney 
general, and Haldeman, who was 
Richard Nixon's White House chief of 
staff, were represented by their law- 
yers. 


"The 22nd of June sounds about 


right to me," Sirica said setting a 
date five years and five days after the 
burglary of Democratic National 
Committee headquarters in the Wa- 
tergate by operatives of Nixon's re- 
election campaign. 


He said the three-week delay will 


allow Haldeman to attend his daugh- 
ter's graduation from law school in 
Los Angeles June 19, and give law- 
yers for both men a chance to ask the 
Supreme ccurt to reconsider its rejec- 
tion of their appeal, something the 
justices almost never do. 


It also will give Haldeman and Mit- 


chell the opportunity to put their per- 
sonal affairs in order, the judge said. 


SIRICA, WHO handled most of the 


Watregate criminal cases, has re- 
duced the terms of the Watergate bur- 
glars and others he has sentenced. 
But no mention of such a possibility

CALUMET CITY - His was an ob- 


score, anonymous lite made eventful 
only by death. 


Thorn who knew Raymond Leo 


Schultz In lite said he was - as usual 
— "a nice guy," the "loner" who 
liked to work with his hands. 


Those who knew the 37-year-old 


Calumet City man In death spoke of a 
murderer who had built a stark secret 
mom In his house which contained the 
ominous trappings of a sinister mind. 


Until May 22, Schultz might have 


been just another nobody, Just another 
machinist at the International Harves- 
ter Company's South Pullman Works 
where he worked about 16 years. 


BUT MAY 22, police said, Schultz 


killed Sidney Cohen, a Flossmoor lum- 
beryard owner whom Schultz may 
have chosen as the first of several 
Jewish "hit" victims. 


Then, after murdering Cohen, 68, 


with deadly cyanide fumes, Schultz 
killed himself when, white being held 
In a Floasmoor police squad car, he 
broke open a container of cyanide and 
inhaled the deadly fumes. 


Schultz lived at 948 Green Bay Ave., 


Calumet City, in an aging green-color- 
ed frame house on a deadend street. 
A cemetery was his back yard. His 
only police record had been some dis- 
orderly conduct charges. 


Flossmoor Police Investigator Eric 


Beddlgs said the first search of 
Schultz' house indicated the May 22 
incident "was nothing more than a 
bungled burglary." 


"We picked up some books and ma- 


terial Indicating he was going to go 
into burglary, things like how to cir- 
cumvent alarm systems. 


"HE PROBABLY got the cyanide 


from where he worked. That's the 
most likely place. They use it in the 
treatment of steel." 


Police found several items in the 


house: an Army training manual on 
c r i m i n a l Investigation that was 
creased to open to the chapter on rob- 
bery, several mallets, an Ice pick, a 
used stage makeup kit, dog repellent, 
a black-knit cap, a noose-fashioned 
towel and some rope.

Cohen, an ordinary, hard-working 
man, was at the top of an extensive 
"hit" list of Jews and was the first to 
be killed. 


"He was a nice man, a real nice 


man," recalls Bill Kennedy, a neigh- 
bor who used to caddy for Cohen at 
the Idlewood Country Club in Floss- 
moor. 


He was a burly, physical man who 


stood about S-foat-10 and weighed 
about 230 pounds, but he also was out- 
going and he had a reputation for 
being personable. 


Ken Marlatt, the manager of the 


Idlewild Country Club, remembers 
that Cohen would never simply eat 
dinner and leave. He always made it 
a point to compliment the meal, say- 
ing specifically what it was he en- 
joyed, Marlatt says. 


"He's not the type who would hurt 


anybody," Kennedy says. "He was 
the type who enjoyed life." 


Most remember him as a good bus- 


inessman and an avid golfer who was 
close to his son. 


"ANYTHING YOU can say nice 


about a guy, you say about him," 
says Milt Berger, who had been Co- 
hen's best friend for more than 25 
years. 


He spent a lot of time at the country 


club, where he'd usually shoot a 
round of golf in the low 60s. Often, 
after a round, he'd go home to work 
with his roses. 


"He could take a leaf," Berger re- 


calls, "and make a tree out of it." 


Cohen had always loved gardening 


and yard work. Even as a young man, 
he attended college to study horticul- 
ture. But his father ran the Sibley 
Lumber Co. in Harvard, and eventual- 
ly, Cohen was absorbed by the'busi- 
ness. 


Through the years, he took up golf 


as an avocation, sometimes playing it 
as much as two or three times a 
week. 


But this year, Cohen hadn't fre- 


quented the links that often. He had 
only been out two or three times this 
spring, and when Kennedy asked him 
why a few weeks ago, Cohen said he

Haldeman, Mitchell and their former 
colleague John Ehrlichman, who al- 
ready has begun serving his sentence.

6Miss America' town goes topless 
Atlantic City embraces gambling 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (UPI) - As 


a band played "Happy Days Are Here 
Again," Gov. Brendan T. Byrne 
Thursday signed a bill to allow the 
start of casino gambling and topless 
nightclub shows, here and turn this 
deteriorating shore resort — long 
known as the home of Miss America 
— into "Las Vegas East." 


The first casinos are not expected to 


be open until early in 1978 and will be 
a combination of the coat-and-tails 
style casinos in Britain and the 
brightly lit all-night gaming houses in 
Nevada. 


Byrne said the success of casipo 


gambling in Atlantic City would de- 


pend on strict enforcement of casino 
regulations to keep out organized 
crime, 


"I REPEAT, organized crime is not 


welcome in Atlantic City," the gover- 
nor said as a Boardwalk crowd of 
4,000 persons cheered. 


"I warn them again. Keep your fil- 


thy hands out of Atlantic City. Keep 
the hell out of our, state," said Byrne, 
a former judge and prosecutor who is 
seeking reelection as governor this 
year. 


The bill signing capped years of 


work by local officials to bring casino 
gambling to this city once known as 
the "Queen of Resorts" and more 


recently plagued by high unemploy- 
ment and a declining tourist and con- 
vention trade. 


The legislation limits casino oper- 


ations to 18 hours daily and 20 hours 
on weekends and holidays. The law 
also permits liquor at gaming tables, 
tipping of card dealers and topless 
stage shows similar to Las Vegas 
revues. 


THE FESTIVITIES on the Board- 


walk took on the air of a political ral- 
ly and a county fair combined. High 
school bands marched, clowns rom- 
ped and youngsters dressed in yellow 
sequined costumes tap danced. 


The Boardwalk was blanketed with 


political posters and balloons, and air- 
planes with political banners dotted 
the air with the names of candidates 
in Tuesday's gubernatorial primary. 


Before Byrne signed the bill, vari- 


ous legislators and Atlantic City May- 
or Joseph Lazarow patted each other 
on the back for succeeding in the 
battle to bring casino gambling to At- 
lantic City. 


Lazarow also asked the audience to 


stand up and take a bow for support- 
ing the casino gambling referendum 
on last November's ballot. A similar 
proposal was defeated in 1974 by more 
than 400,000 votes. 


Thompson orders GTA fund audit 


"Saying he is shocked by the pros-i 
pect of skyrocketing budget deficits' 
that threaten to exhaust the state's

James R Thompson Thursday or- 
dered a management audit of the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority. 


The governor made the announce- 


ment as he signed legislation restor- 
ing $16 million to the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority. The money was 
cut from the budget during a legisla- 


tive fight last year. 


While there had been resistance to 


the restoration, Chicago Democrats 
pushed the supplemental appropria- 
tion through the legislature. 


"I took this opportunity to review 


the public transit finances in Illinois 
and the numbers are enough to give a 
budget analyst nightmares," Thomp- 
son said. 


CLAIMING HE is not trying to start 


a witch hunt or get headlines, Thomp- 
son said the RTA, which is a major 


pipeline for CTA money, faces a $78 
million annual budget deficit by 1962 
even with the imposition of a new 
gasoline tax. 


"Because there is a limit on nation-

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Opponents 


of a cabinet-level energy department 
argued before the House Thursday it 
would become a "monster bureau- 
cracy" controlh'ng lives of Americans. 
Supporters said there are sufficient 
safeguards against that. 


The proposal is a keystone of Presi- 


dent Carter's energy and government 
reorganization plans. 


The House considered several ma- 


jor amendments touching on con- 
troversial aspects, including Carter's 
request that the new secretary — ex- 
pected to be energy adviser James 
Schlesinger — be given pricing au- 
thority over oil and natural gas. 


REP. ROBERT BAUMAN, R-Md., 


called the proposed department "a 
new monster bureaucracy . . . that 
will not produce one drop of oil, one, 
cubic foot of gas."

Rep. William Armstrong, R-Colo,, 


suggested the bill be sent back to 
committee until after Congress acts 
on the remainder of Carter's energy 
package. He said there was "an 
ominous atmosphere" in giving so 
much power to a single secretary. 


But Rep. Don Fuqua, D-Fla., re- 


plied that while possibly excessive, 
they would be "enormous powers to 
deal with an enormous problem." 


And Rep. Jack Brooks, D-Tex., 


Rape transcript to clear air: judge 


MADISON, Wls. (UPI) - An em- 


battled judge, under fire for saying 
rape could be a "normal reaction" to 
a permissive sexual climate and worn-' 
en's provocative clothing, predicted 
Thursday a court transcript would 
have a "chilling effect" on efforts to 
remove him from the bench. 


Dane County Judge Archie Sim-

Slmonson sentenced the youth, who 


had pleaded no contest to charges of 


second degree sexual assault, .to a 
year at home in the custody of his 
parents. Bath the light sentence and 
the judge's remarks sparked a furor. 


THE RAPE OCCURRED in the 


stairwell of West High School. Three 
boys were involved. One was sent to a 
juvenile detention home in the Mil- 
waukee area and one was freed. 


At a crowded news conference 


Thursday, Slmonson said he planned 
to release the transcript of the hear- 
ing involving the third boy soon. 


Reading from a prepared state- 


ment, Simonson said'that "once1 the 


transcripts are made public there will 
be many critics who will conclude 
that they may have acted hastily in 
their condemnation of me and the ju-' 
dicial system." 


The judge listed himself among 


people who had "committed error" by 
commenting on the case without hav- 
ing seen the transcripts.

"He was a nice man, a real nice 


man," recalls BUI Kennedy, a neigh- 
bor who used to caddy for Cohen at 
the Idlewood Country Club in Floss- 
moor. 


He was a burly, physical man who 


stood about 5-foot-10 and weighed 
about 230 pounds, but he also was out- 
going and he had a reputation for 
being personable. 


Ken Marlatt, the manager of the 


IdlewiW Country Club, remembers 
that Cohen would never simply eat 
dinner and leave. He always made it 
a point to compliment the meal, say- 
ing specifically what it was he en- 
joyed, Marlatt says. 


"He's not the type who would hurt 


anybody," Kennedy says. "He was 
the type who enjoyed life." 


Most remember him as a good bus- 


inessman and an avid golfer who was 
close to his son. 


"ANYTHING YOU can say nice 


about a guy, you say about him," 
says Milt Berger, who had been Co- 
hen's best friend for more than 25 
years. 


He spent a lot of time at the country 


club, where he'd usually shoot a 
round of golf in the low 80s. Often, 
after a round, he'd go home to work 
with his roses. 
^ 


"He could take a leaf," Berger re- 


calls, "and make a tree out of it." 


Cohen had always loved gardening 


and yard work. Even as a young man, 
he attended college to study horticul- 
ture. But his father ran the Sibley 
Lumber Co. In Harvard, and eventual- 
ly, Cohen was absorbed by the busi- 
ness. 


Through the years, he took up golf 


as an avocation, sometimes playing it 
as much as two or three tunes a 
week. 


But this year, Cohen hadn't fre- 


quented the links that often. He had 
only been out two or three times this 
spring, and when Kennedy asked him 
why a few weeks ago, Cohen said he

Hidden 
chamber in 
basement

A Nazi and Ku Klin Klan sympa- 


thizer who killed one Jewish man and 
apparently had created a death list 
for others also built a hidden chamber 
in his basement "like something out 
of Frankenstein," police said Thurs- 
day. 


Authorities were attempting to 


learn whether Raymond Leo Schultz, 
37, who killed himself with cyanide af- 
ter his capture May 22, was acting 
alone. Schultz was found unconscious 
near the body of Sydney Cohen, a sub-

urban Flossraoor businessman. It 
originally was believed Cohen had 
died of a heart attack while struggling 
with Schultz, but tests snowed he was 
poisoned by cyanide fumes. 


Investigators examining Schultz's

Next to Cohen's name was the nota- 
tion, "Get this guy first." 


ANOTHER NOTE said that, "With

said Thursday investigators found the 
secret chamber at the end of the fur- 
nace room in Schultz's basement, be- 
hind a wall lined with bookcases.

Death penalty looms again in state courts 


by KURT BAER 


Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald, the 


presiding judge in Cook County's 
criminal courts, has sentenced men to 
die on three occasions. 


"If the crimes are heinous enough 


and if the law allows, you have no 
qualms about imposing a death sen- 
tence," he said Thursday. 


As a jurist, Fitzgerald said he be- 


lieves in Illinois' new death penalty 
bill which appears certain to become 
law following the Senate's over- 


whelming 40-13 approval of the bill 
Thursday. • 


Gov. James R. Thompson has prom- 


ised to sign the bill which would take 
effect immediately. 


FITZGERALD SAID he believes the 


death peantly will help deter crime 
and he said Cook County Judges will 
impose the sentence when circum- 
stances warrant. 


"I believe in the old philosophy that 


whether or not a type of sentence is a 
deterrent has to be predicated on a 
cost-benefit theory. In this instance,

the "cost" is the death penalty which 
has to be balanced against whatever 
benefit the Individual might get from 
his crime. 


"If, for example, you place the 


death penalty on everyone convicted 
of stealing an automobile, I'm sure 
there would be very few automobiles 
stolen. The cost would far outweigh 
any possible benefit," he said 


"With the death penalty I believe 


somebody will probably think twice 
before killing a police officer on 
duty," he said. 


The bill authorizes a death sentence 


for the murder of: 


• A prison guard, inmate or guest 


of a state or local jail 


• An on-duty policeman or fire- 


fighter. 


• Someone 
during a 
hijacking, 


armed robbery, rape, robbery, de- 
viate sexual assault, aggravated kid- 
naping, forcible detention such as 


holding hostages, arson, burglary or 
the taking indecent liberties with a 
child. 


• A person by "contract." The per- 


son who hired the killer also would 
face death. 


Capital punishment also would ap- 


ply for mass murders, a second pre- 
meditated murder even if the murder 
did not fall into death penalty cate- 
gories, or the murder of a witness, 
whether or not that witness coopera-

Haldeman, Mitchell start 
serving jail terms June 22 


WASHINGTON (DPI) - Convicted 


Watergate conspirators H. R. Halde- 
man and John Mitchell will begin 
serving prison terms June 22 for their 
rote in covering up the nation's worst 
political scandal, Judge John Sirica 
said Thursday. 


Sirica, the federal district court 


judge who presided at the Watergate 
coverup trial and handed down the 
sentences of 30 months to eight years 
for each man, made the announce- 
ment at an informal court session. 


He said be will make the surrender 


date official when he receives die Su- 
preme Court's May 23 order refusing 
to review the cover-up convictions of 
Halderaan, Mitchell and their former 
colleague John Ehrlichman, who al- 
ready has begun serving his sentence. 


EHRLICHMAN'S case was not In- 


volved in the 45-minute session before 
Sirica. Mitchell, the former attorney 
general, and Haldeman, who was 
Richard Nixon's White House chief of 
staff, were represented by their law- 
yers. 


"The 22nd of June sounds about 


right to me," Sirica said setting a 
date five years and five days after die 
burglary of Democratic 
National 


Committee headquarters in the Wa- 
tergate by operatives of Nixon's re-

Haldeman 


John 
Mitchell 


election campaign. 


He said the three-week delay will 


allow Haldeman to attend his daugh-

It also will give Haldeman and Mit-

When he receives the Supreme

and officially set June 22 as the date 
they go behind bars. 


Mitcnell, Haldeman, Ehrhchman 


Gen. Robert 
Maridan were convicted Jan. 1, 1975, 
of conspiracy, obstruction of justice 
and perjury for their part in the cov- 
er-up. 


The U.S. Court of Appeals in Wash- 


ington confirmed the convictions of 
the three former top Nixon aides, but 
threw out Mardian's. The government 


declined to reprosecute him. 


THE SCANDAL that began with the 


burglary drove Nixon from office, but 
investigation of his role ended when 
he received a full pardon from Gerald 
Ford. 


Watergate prosecutor Charles Ruff, 


Haldeman's lawyer John Wilson and 
Mitchell's lawyer Plato Cacberis 
asked Sirica for the three-week delay. 


Both defense lawyers said ' they

'Miss America' town goes topless 
Atlantic City embraces gambling 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (UPI) - As 


a band played "Happy Days Are Here 
Again," Gov. Brendan T. Byrne 
Thursday signed a bill to allow the 
start of casino gambling and topless 
nightclub shows, here and turn this 
deteriorating shore resort — long 
known as the home of Miss America 
-into "Las Vegas East." 


The first casinos are not expected to 


be open until early in 1978 and will be 
a combination of the coat-and-tails 
style casinos in Britain and the 
brightly lit all-night gaming houses in 
Nevada. 


Byrne said the success of casino 


gambling in Atlantic City would de- 


pend on strict enforcement of casino 
regulations to keep out organized 
crime. 


"I REPEAT, organized crime is not 


welcome in Atlantic City," the gover- 
nor said as a Boardwalk crowd of 
4,000 persons cheered. 


"I warn them again. Keep your fil- 


thy hands out of Atlantic City. Keep 
the hell out of our state," said Byrne, 
a former judge and prosecutor who is 
seeking reelection as governor this 
year. 


The bill signing capped years of 


work by local officials to bring casino 
gambling to this city once known as 
the "Queen of Resorts" and more 


recently plagued by high unemploy- 
ment and a declining tourist and con- 
vention trade. 


The legislation limits casino oper- 


ations to 18 hours daily and 20 hours 
on weekends and holidays. The law 
also permits liquor at gaming tables, 
tipping of card dealers and topless 
stage shows similar to Las Vegas 
revues. 


THE FESTIVITIES on the Board- 


walk took on the air of a political ral- 
ly and a county fair combined. High 
school bands marched, clowns rom- 
ped and youngsters dressed in yellow 
sequined costumes tap danced. 


The Boardwalk was blanketed with 


political posters and balloons, and air- 
planes with political banners dotted 
the air with the names of candidates 
in Tuesday's gubernatorial primary. 


Before Byrne signed the bill, vari- 


ous legislators and Atlantic City May- 
or Joseph Lazarow patted each other 
on the back for succeeding in the 
battle to bring casino gambling to At- 
lantic City. 


Lazarow also asked the audience to 


stand up and take a bow for support- 
ing the casino gambling referendum 
on last November's ballot. A similar 
proposal was defeated in 1974 by more 
than 400,000 votes. 


Thompson orders CTA fund audit 


Saying he is shocked by the pros- 


pect of skyrocketing budget deficits 
that threaten to exhaust the state's 
mass transit subsidy fund, Gov. 
James R Thompson Thursday or- 
dered a management audit of the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority. 


The governor made the announce- 


ment as he signed legislation restor- 
ing $16 million to the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority. The money was 
cut from the budget during a legisla- 


tive fight last year. 


While there had been resistance to 


the restoration, Chicago Democrats 
pushed the supplemental appropria- 
tion through the legislature. 


"I took this opportunity to review 


the public transit finances in Illinois 
and the numbers are enough to give a 
budget analyst nightmares," Thomp- 
son said. 


CLAIMING HE is not trying to start 


a witch hunt or get headlines, Thomp- 
son said the RTA, which is a major 


pipeline for CTA money, faces a $78 
million annual budget deficit by 1982 
even with the imposition of a new 
gasoline tax.

"Because there is a limit on nation- 


al, state and local subsidies, difficult 
decisions will have to be made and 
the decision should be made right 
now," Thompson said. 


Admitting that the far-flung reaches 


of Chicago public transportation sys- 
tem will always be expensive, the

Energy office plan rapped 
as 'monster bureaucracy9 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Opponents 


of a cabinet-level energy department 
argued before the House Thursday it 
would become a "monster bureau- 
cracy" controlling lives of Americans. 
Supporters said there are sufficient 
safeguards against that. 


The proposal is a keystone of Presi- 


dent Carter's energy and government 
reorganization plans. 


The House considered several ma- 


jor amendments touching on con- 
troversial aspects, including Carter's 
request that the new secretary — ex- 
pected to be energy adviser .James 
Schleslnger — be given pricing au- 
thority over oil and natural gas. 


REP. ROBERT BAUMAN, R-Md., 


called the proposed department "a 
new monster bureaucracy . . . that 
will not produce one drop of oil, one 
cubic foot of gas." 


Rep. William Armstrong, R-Colo., 


suggested the bill be sent back to 
committee until after Congress acts 
on the remainder of Carter's energy 
package. He said there Was "an 
ominous atmosphere" in giving so 
much power to a single secretary. 


But Rep. Don Fuqua, D-Fla., re- 


plied that while possibly excessive, 
they would be "enormous pdwers to 
deal with an enormous problem." /

Rape transcript to clear air: judge 


MADISON, WIs. (UPI) - An em- 


battled judge, under fire for saying 
rape could be a "normal reaction" to 
a permissive sexual climate and wom- 
en's provocative clothing, predicted 
Thursday a court transcript would 
have a "chilling effect" on efforts to 
remove hton from the bench. 


Dane County Judge Archie Sim- 


enson's remarks at a May 25 bearing 
for a 15-year-old youth brought calls 
from women's groups and the City 
Council for his resignation. 


Simonson sentenced the youth, who 


had pleaded no contest to charges of 


second degree sexual assault, to a 
year at home in the custody of his 
parents. Both the light sentence and 
the judge's remarks sparked a furor. 


THE RAPE OCCURRED in the 


stairwell of West High School. Three 
boys were Involved. One was sent to a 
juvenile detention home in the Mil- 
waukee area and one was freed. 


At a crowded news conference 


Thursday, Simonson said he planned 
to release the transcript of the hear- 
ing involving the third boy soon. 


Reading from a prepared state- 


ment, Simonson said that "once the 


transcripts are made public there will 
be many critics who will conclude 
that they may have acted hastily in 
their condemnation of me and the ju- 
dicial system." 


The judge listed himself among 


people who had "committed error" by 
commenting on the cage without hav- 
ing seen the transcripts. 


SIMONSON SAID that because he is 


inexperienced with the juvenile court 
system he had retained local attorney 
Richard Cates for advice in releasing 
the transcript. 


Ordinarily, he-said, he would ask 


the Dane County distric district attor- 
ney's office or the county corporation 
counsel for advice, but he added, "I 
really cannot turn to them because 
they are my croklcs." 


"It is our desire to make the tran- 


script available to the public in such a 
way thai it will both protect the inter- 
est of the juveniles and serve the in- 
terest of the public," Simonson said, 


Simonson said he had received 


threats of violence since his remarks 
became public. 


He refused to answer questions 


when he finished his statement. 


chairman of the Government Oper-

sion, Federal Energy Administration, 
and Energy Research and Devel- 
opment Administration. 


The Senate version of the bill, a 


compromise with Carter, would put 
oil and gas pricing authority under "a 
separate board with the president 
having veto power over its decisions. 


In another development, a House 


Commerce subcommittee considering 
a draft energy bill disclosed a major 
switch from the administration posi- 
tion regarding home insulation.

FITZGERALD SAID he believes the 


death peantly will help deter crime' 
and he said Cook County -judges will 
impose the sentence when circum- 
stances warrant. 


"I believe in the old philosophy that 


whether or not a type of sentence is a 
deterrent has to be predicated on a 
cost-benefit theory. In this instance,

the "cost" is the death penalty which 
has to be balanced against whatever 
benefit the individual might get from 
his crime. 


"If, for example, you place the 


death penalty on everyone convicted 
of stealing an automobile, I'm sure 
there would be very few automobiles 
stolen.

other criminal case," Sirica said. 


When he receives the Supreme 


Court order, the judge said, he will 
call Haldeman and Mitchell Into court 
and officially set June 22 as the date 
they go behind bars. 


Mitchell, Haldeman, Ehrhchman 


and former deputy Ally. Gen. Robert 
Maridan were convicted Jan. 1, 1975, 
of conspiracy, obstruction of justice 
and perjury for their part in the cov- 
er-up. 


The U.S. Court of Appeals in Wash- 


ington confirmed the convictions of 
the- three former top Nixon aides, but 


threw out Mardian's. The government 
declined to reprosecute him.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (UPI) - As 


a band played "Happy Days Are Here 
Again." Gov. Brendan T. Byrne 
Thursday signed a bill to allow the 
start of casino gambling and topless 
nightclub shows, here and turn this 
deteriorating shore resort — long 
known as the home of Miss America 
- Into "Las Vegas East " 


The first casinos are not expected to 


be open until early in 1978 and will be 
a combination of the coat-and-tails 
style casinos in Britain and thu 
brightly lit all-night gaming houses in 
Nevada. 


Byrne said the success of casino 


gambling in Atlantic City would de- 
pend on strict enforcement of casino 
regulations to keep out organized 
crime. 


"I REPEAT, organized cume is not 


welcome in Atlantic City," the gover- 
nor said as a Boardwalk crowd of 
4,000 persons cheered. 


"I warn them again. Keep your fil- 


thy hands out of Atlantic City. Keep 
the hell out of our state,'* said Byrne, 
a former judge and prosecutor who is 
seeking reelection as governor this 
year. 


.The bill signing capped years of 
work by local officials to bring casino 
gambling to this city once known as 
the "Queen of Resorts" and more 
recently plagued by high unemploy- 
ment and a declining tourist and con- 
vention trade. 


The legislation limits casino oper- 


ations to 18 hours daily and 20 hours 
on weekends and holidays. The law 
also permits liquor at -gaming tables, 
tipping of card dealers and topless 


stage shows similar to Las Vegas 
revues. 


THE FESTIVITIES on the Board- 


walk took on the air of a political ral- 
ly and a county fan- combined. High 
school bands marched, clowns rom- 
ped and youngsters dressed in yellow 
sequined costumes tap danced. 


The Boardwalk was blanketed with 


political posters and balloons, and air- 
planes with political banners dotted 
the air with the names of candidates 
in Tuesday's gubernatorial primary. 


Before Byrne signed the bill, vari- 


ous legislators and Atlantic City May- 
or Joseph Lazarow patted each other 
on the back for succeeding in the 
battle to bring casino gambling to At- 
lantic City. 


Lazarow also a^ked the audience to 


stand up and take a bow for support- 


ing the casino gambling referendum 
on last November's ballot. A similar 
proposal was defeated in 1974 by more 
than 400,000 votes.

Thompson orders CTA 
audit, adds RTA funds 


Saying he is shocked by the pros- 


pect of skyrocketing budget deficits 
that threaten to exhaust the state's 
mass transit subsidy fund, Gov. 
James B Thompson Thursday or- 
dered a management audit of the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority. 


The governor made the announce- 


ment as he signed legislation restor- 
ing $16 million to the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority. The money was 
cut from the budget during a legisla- 
tive fight last year. 


While there had been resistance to 


the restoration, Chicago Democrats 
pushed the supplemental appropria- 
tion through the legislature. 


"I took this opportunity to review 


the public transit finances in Illinois 
and the numbers are enough to give a 
budget analyst nightmares," Thomp- 
son said. 


CLAIMING HE is not trying to stait 


a witch hunt or get headlines, Thomp- 
son said the RTA, which is a major 


pipeline for CTA money, faces a $73 
million annual budget deficit by 1982 
even with the imposition of a new 
gasoline tax. 


"Because there is a limit on nation- 


al, state and local subsidies, difficult 
decisions will have to be made and 
the decision should be made right 
now," Thompson said. 


Admitting that the far-flung reaches 


of Chicago public transportation sys- 
tem will always be expensive, the 
governor expressed hope that close 
cooperation between the RTA, the 
CTA and Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation are necessary now if the 
costs are to stay in the realm of real- 
ity 


The HTA now receives $114 million 


in state subsidies, New RTA projec- 
tions show there will be a $193.8 mil- 
lion deficit by 1982 if the RTA does 
not enact a gas tax 


RTA 
BOARD Chairman Milton 


Pikarsky said he was grateful to the 


governor and the Illinois General As- 
sembly for restoration of the money 
cut from the annual appropriation 
during a squabble in the legislature 
last year. 


The call for the CTA audit may be 


welcomed by suburban RTA board 
members who have been complaining 
about a need for tighter controls on 
the CTA budget. 


However, IDOT officials may find it 


difficult to get the full facts. RTA 
board members have complained they 
are unable to get detailed budget in- 
formation from the CTA. 


An RTA spokesman said there al-

Dist. 59 citizens ask tax

to trim $1 million from the district's 
proposed $16.5 million budget for the 
coming school year, some 45 parents 
cheered and clapped as the suggestion 
for a referendum was raised at a 
budget and finance committee meet- 
ing. 


"Give us the program we're willing 


to pay for and ask us how much we're 
willing to pay," said Saul Cohen, a 
defeated candidate in the April board 
of education election. "We live in an 
affluent community and I for one have 
no hesitation about seeing a substan- 
tial increase in ray real estate taxes." 


Cohen said he already has prepared 


a form to mail to Dist. 59 residents 
asking whether they would support a 
tax levy large enough to sustain basic 
education and enrichment programs 
or would prefer cutting $1 million in 
education spending. 


"WE HAVE AN obligation to go to 


the public and ask if they want to pro- 
vide the money to maintain our cur- 
rent education program," board 
member Judith Zanca said. "I will op- 
pose dismantling Dist. 59 at every one 
of these meetings we have." 


Budget committee Chairman Paul 


Kucharski said the board must first 
show it is using its current revenue.in 
a responsible manner before asking 
taxpayers for more funds. 


Estimates of how much money the 


district will take In next year and how 
much it wll spend are to be presented 
by administrators at the budget meet- 
ing scheduled for 7:30 p.m. June 10 at 
the administration building, 2123 S.-Ar- 
l i n g t o n Heights Rd., Arlington 
Heights. 


Board Pres. Harold Harvey said the 


financial picture for the coming 
school year is not expected to be "too 
terribly bad," but $1 million in budget 
cuts is necessary if the district's 1978- 
79 budget is to come even close to 
balancing.

velopments but few answers to why 
Cohen, an ordinary, hard-working 
man, was at the top of an extensive 
"hit" list of Jews and was the first to 
be killed. 


"He was a nice man, a real nice 


man," recalls Bill Kennedy, a neigh- 
bor who used to caddy for Cohen at 
the Idtewood Country Club in Floss- 
moor. 


He was a burly, physical man who 


stood about 5-fooMO and weighed 
about 230 pounds, but he also was out- 
going and he had a reputation for 
being personable. 


Ken Marlatt, the manager of the 


Idlewild Country Club, remembers 
that Cohen would never simply eat 
dinner and leave. He always made it 
a point to compliment the meal, say- 
ing specifically what it was he en- 
joyed, Marlatt says. 


"He's not the type who would hurt 


anybody," Kennedy says. "He was 
the type who enjoyed life." 


Most remember him as a good bus- 


inessman and an avid golfer who was 
close to his son. 


"ANYTHING YOU can say nice 


about a guy, you say about him," 
says Milt Berger, who had been Co- 
hen's best friend for more than 25 
years. 


He spent a lot of time at the country 


club, where he'd usually shoot a 
round of golf in the low 80s. Often, 
after a round, he'd go home to work 
with his roses. 


"He could take a leaf," Berger re- 


calls, "and make a tree out of it." 


Cohen had always loved gardening 


and yard work. Even as a young man, 
he attended college to study horticul- 
ture. But his father ran the Sibley 
Lumber Co. in Harvard, and eventual- 
ly. Cohen was absorbed by the busi- 
ness 


Through the years, he took up golf 


as an avocation, sometimes playing it 
as much as two or three times a 
week. 


But this year, Cohen hadn't fre- 


quented the links that often. He had 
only been out two or three times this 
spring, and when Kennedy asked him 
why a few weeks ago, Cohen said he

Next to Cohen's name was the nota- 
tion, "Get this guy first." 


ANOTHER NOTE said that, "With

Investigators said the 
initials "A.H." apparently stand for 
Adolf Hitler. 


Richard Quagliano, deputy chief of 


the Cook County Sheriff's Police Dept. 
said Thursday investigators found the 
secret chamber at the end of the fur- 
nace room in Schultz's basement, be- 
hind a wall lined with bookcases.

Death penalty looms again in state courts 


by KURT BAER 


Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald, the 


presiding Judge in Cook County's 
criminal courts, has sentenced men to 
die on three occasions. 


"If the crimes are heinous enough 


and if the law allows, you have no 
qualms about imposing a death sen- 
tence," he said Thursday. 


As a jurist, Fitzgerald said he be- 


lieves in Illinois' new death penalty 
bill which appears certain to become 
law 
following 
the Senate's over- 


whelming 40-13 approval of the bill 
Thursday. 


Gov. James R Thompson has prom- 


ised to sign the bill 'which would take 
effect immediately. 


FITZGERALD SAID he believes the 


death peantly will help deter crime 
and he said Cook County judges will 
impose the sentence when circum- 
stances warrant. 


"I believe in the old philosophy that 


whether or not a type of sentence is a 
deterrent has to be predicated on a 
cost-benefit theory. In this instance, 
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the "cost" is the death penalty which 
has to be balanced against whatever 
benefit the individual might get from 
his crime. 


"If, for example, you place the 


death penalty on everyone convicted 
of stealing an automobile, I'm sure 
there would be very few automobiles 
stolen. The cost would far outweigh 
any possible benefit," he said. 


"With the death penalty I believe 


somebody will probably think twice 
before killing a police officer on 
duty," he said. 


The bill authorizes a death sentence 


for the murder of: 


• A prison guard, inmate or guest 


of a state or local jail. 


• An on-duty policeman or fire- 


fighter. 


• Someone 
during* a 
hijacking, 


armed robbery, rape, robbery, de- 
viate sexual assault, aggravated kid- 
naping, forcible detention such as 


holding hostages, arson, burglary or 
the taking indecent liberties with a 
child. 


• A person by "contract." The per- 


son who hired the killer also would 
face death.

Patricia Columbo had sex with two 


men and offered them a share of her 
inheritance if they would murder her 
family, a key prosecution witness tes- 
tified Thursday in Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court. 


Lanyon R. Mitchell, 25, of Lake Vil- 


la, an unlndlcted co-conspirator, said 
Miss Columbo had sex with him and 
Roman Sobcynski, 35, of Chicago, to 
entice them to slay her parents and 
13-year-old brother. Mitchell was tes- 
tifying In exchange 
for Immunity 


from prosecution. 


Under cross examination by Miss 


Columbo'» defense attorney, William 
P. Murphy, however, Mitchell admit- 
ted he concocted an elaborate string 
of lies to Impress women. He denied 
he was Sobcynski's "pimp" when he 
offered Miss Columbo 9100 to date 
Sobcytuki. 


MISS COLUMBO, 2P, and her lover, 


Frank DeLuca, 39, are charged with 


the May 4, 1976, slayings of Frank, 
Mary and Michael Columbo at their 
home, 55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk 
Grove Village. 


Miss Columbo allegedly solicited 


Mitchell and Sobcynski, also an umn- 
dicted co-conspirator to murder her 
parents, but the two ;nen say they 
backed out of the scheme before the 
slayings occurred. 


Mitchell said he met Miss Columbo 


through Karin Burtt, 20, of Elk Grove 
Village, in October 1975. Mitchell tes- 
tified that Miss Burtt, Miss Columbo, 
Sobcynski and he went to the Where 
Else? Lounge, 1190 E. Higglns Rd., 
Elk Grove Township. 


Mitchell said that while he and Miss. 


Columbo were dancing, the coat of his 
suit flew open and Miss Columbo saw 
a .38-caliber revolver he was carry- 
ing. 


"She looked impressed, and she 


asked why I was carrying a gun," 
Mitchell said. "I said I was with Ro- 


man, and he was a heavy. I said if 
you took care of Roman, favors would 
be done for you." 


UNDER CROSS examination, Mitch- 


ell said he had lied about him- 
self and i Sobcynski when he said that 
Sobcynski, an employe of the Cook 
County Personnel Dept., was a 


"heavy" in local politics and the Chi- 
cago crime syndicate. 


Later that night, the four of them 


rented a room in a Chicago motel, 


where they all had sex, Mitchell said. 


Mitchell said the week after their 


nightclub encounter, Miss Columbo

Juvenile court to open July 12 


After two years and one false start, 


the first Northwest suburban juvenile 
court will bpen in Schaumburg July 
12. 


A juvenile judge will hold court in 


Schaumburg's Public Safety Building, 
1000 W. Schaumburg Rd., one after- 
noon each week, said Cook County 
Circuit Court administrator Donald 
O'Connell, ending the long drive to 
Niles for defendants, parents and vic- 
tims from some Northwest suburbs. 


Chief Judge John S. Boyle has au- 


thorized the new court site, O'Connell 


said. However, juvenile court admin- 
istrators have yet to clear up "the lo- 
gistics" of deciding which cases will 
be transferred to Schaumburg. 


CASES FROM THE western end of 


t h e 
court 
district 
— including 


Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates*, Pala- 
tine and Elk Grove Village — prob- 
ably will be heard in Schaumburg, he 
said. Cases from towns such as 
Wheeling and Des Plaines, toward, the 
district's eastern edge, still probably 
will be tried in Niles. 


Juvenile complaints from other 


Northwest suburbs will be divided be- 
tween the Schaumburg and Niles 
courts to "balance the caseload," 
O'Connell said. 


Judge James Walton probably will 


hear 20 cases during the first court 
session on July 12, O'Connell said, 
"but it's quite possible that we'll get 
more because it could be that police 
aren't sending as many cases to court 
because of the travel problems." 


Schaumburg officials began seek- 


ing a local branch'of the juvenile 
court in 1975 when the village opened 


its new police and courts building. 
The proposal was taken over by the 
Northwest Municipal Conference and 
endorsed by a number of parent- 
teacher associations, the League of 
Women Voters, the National 'Council 
of Jewish Women and 5,000 petition- 
signers. 


CIRCUIT COURT officials 
were 


cool to the idea initially but were 
tempted by Schaumburg's offer . to 
charge no rent. The court now pays 
$18,000 per year in rent to the Village

WASHINGTON (UP!) - Convicted 


Watergate conspirators H, R. Halde- 
man and John Mitchell will begin 
serving prison terms June 22 for their 
role in covering up the nation's worst 
political scandal, Judge John Sirica 
said Thursday. 


Sirica, the federal district court 


judge who presided at the Watergate 
coverup trial and handed down the 
sentences of 30 months to eight years 


for each man, made the announce- 
ment at an Informal court session. 


He said he will make the surrender 


date official when he receives the Su- 
preme Court's May £3 order refusing 
to review the cover-up convictions of 
Haldeman, Mitchell and their former 
colleague John Ehriichman, who al- 
ready has begun serving his sentence. 


EHRLICHMAN'S case was not in- 


\olved In the 45-rainute session before 


Thompson orders CTA fund audit 


Saying he is shocked by the pros- 


pect of skyrocketing budget deficits 
that threaten to exhaust the state's 
mass transit 
subsidy 
fund, Gov. 


James R Thompson Thursday or- 
dered a management audit of the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority. 


The governor made the announce- 


ment as ho signed legislation restor- 
ing SIB million to the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority. The money was 
cut from the budget during a legisla- 
tive fight last year. 


While there had been resistance to 


the restoration, Chicago Democrats 
pushed the supplemental appropria- 
tion through the legislature. 


"I took this opportunity to review 


the public transit finances in Illinois 
and the numbers are enough to give a 
budget analyst nightmares," Thomp- 
son said, 


CLAIMING HE Is not trying to start 


a witch hunt or get headlines, Thomp- 


son said the'RTA, which is a major 
pipeline'for CTA money, faces a $78 
million annual budget deficit by 1982 
even with the imposition of a new 
gasoline tax. 


"Because there is a limit on nation- 


al, state and local subsidies, difficult 
decisions will have to be made and 
the decision should be made right 
now," Thompson said. 


Admitting that the far-flung reaches 


of Chicago public transportation sys- 
tem will always be expensive, the 
governor expressed hope that close 
cooperation between the RTA, the 
CTA and Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation are necessary now if the 
costs are to stay in the realm of real- 
ity. 


The RTA now receives $114 million 


in state subsidies. New RTA projec- 
tions show there will be a $193.8 mil- 
lion deficit by 1982 if the RTA does 
not enact a gas tax.

It also wiU give Haldeman and Mit- 


chell the opportunity to put their per- 
sonal affairs in order, the judge said. 


1 SIRICA, WHO handled most of the 
Watregete criminal cases, has re- 
duced the terms of the Watergate bur- 


glars and others he has sentenced. 
But no mention of such a possibility 
was made during the session Thurs- 
day. 


"I expect to handle this like any 


other criminal case," Sirica said. 


When he receives the Supreme 


Court order, the judge said, he will 
call Haldeman and Mitchell into court 
and officially set June 22 as the date 
they go behind bars. 


Mitchell, Haldeman, Ehrlichrnan 


and former deputy Atty. Gen. Robert 
Maridan were convicted Jan. 1, 1975, 
of conspiracy, obstruction- of justice 
and perjury "for their part in the cov- 
er-up. 


The U.S. Court of Appeals in Wash- 


ington confirmed the convictions of 
the three former top Nixon aides, but 
threw out Mardian's The government 
declined to reprosecute him. 


THE SCANDAL that began with the 


burglary drove Nixon from office, but 
investigation of his role ended when 
he received a full pardon from Gerald 
Ford. 


Watergate prosecutor Charles Ruff, 


Haldeman's lawyer John-Wilson and 
Mitchell's 
lawyer Plato Cacheris 


asked Sirica for the three-week delay 


Both defense lawyers said they 


were concerned news of the Supreme 
Court's decision not'to hear an appeal 
in the case leaked out in a news re- 
port four weeks before the court ac- 
ted. 


Wilson said while the Supreme Court 


was making up its mind, "the former 
President of the United States for 
600,000 pieces 01 silver accused our 
client of having committed'crimes," a 
reference to Nixon's paid televised in- 
terviews with David Frost. 


Asked by Wilson what prison Halde- 


man might be sent to, Sirica said he 


' would leave that to the Bureau of 


Prisons but that since Haldeman lives 
in California he might go to the facil- 
ity in Lompqc. 


"Yes, that's where he'd like to go," 


Wilson said, then, catching himself, 
added: 
"Well, that's hardly the 


phrase."

to review the cover-up convictions of 
Haldeman, Mitchell and their former 
colleague John Ehrlichman, who al- 
ready has begun serving his sentence.

Atlantic City opens doors 
to gambling, topless shows 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (UPI) - As 


a band played "Happy Days Are Here 
Again," Gov. Brendan T. Byrne 
Thursday signed a bill to allow the 
start of casino gambling and topless 
nightclub shows, here and turn this 
deteriorating shore resort — long 
known as the home of Miss America 
- into "Las Vegas East." 


The first casinos are not expected to 


be open until early in 1978 and will be 
a combination of the coat-and-taUs 
style casinos in Britain and the, 
brightly lit all-night gaming houses in 
Nevada. 


Byrne said the success of casino 


gambling in Atlantic City would de- 
pend on strict enforcement of casino 
regulations to keep out organized 
crime. 


"I REPEAT, organized crime Is not 


welcome in Atlantic City," the gover- • 
nor said as a Boardwalk crowd of 
4,000 persona cheered. 


"1 warn them again. Keep your fil- 


thy hands out of Atlantic City. Keep 
the hell out of our state," said Byrne, 
a former judge and prosecutor who is 
seeking reelection as governor this ' 
year. 


The bill signing capped years of 


work by local officials to bring casino 
aambllng to this city once known as 
the "Queen of Resorts" and, more 


recently plagued by high unemploy- 
ment and a declining tourist and con- 
vention trade. 


The legislation limits casino oper- 


ations to 18 hours daily and 20 hours 
on weekends and holidays. The law 
also permits liquor at gaming tables, 
tipping of card dealers and topless 
atage shows similar to Las Vegas 
revues. 


THE FESTIVITIES on the Board- 


walk took on the air of a political ral- 
ly and a county fair combined. High 
school bands marched, clowns rom- 
ped and youngsters dressed in yellow 
sequlned costumes tap danced. 


The Boardwalk was blanketed with 


political posters and balloons, and air- 
planes with political banners dotted 
the air with the names of candidates 
In Tuesday's gubernatorial primary. 


Before Byrne signed the bill, vari- 


ous legislators and Atlantic City May- 
or Joseph Lazarow patted each other 
on the back for succeeding in the 
battle to bring casino gambling to At- 
lantic City. 


Lazarow also asked the audience to 


stand up and take a bow for support- 
ing the casino gambling referendum 
on last November's ballot. A similar 
proposal was defeated In 1974 by more 
than 400,000 votes.

Death penalty looms again in state courts 


by KURT BAER 


Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald, the 


presiding judge in Cook County's 
criminal courts, has sentenced men to 
die on three occasions. 


"If the crimes are heinous enough 


and if the law allows, you have no 
qualms about imposing a death sen- 
tence," he said Thursday. 


As a jurist, Fitzgerald said he be- 


lieves in Illinois' new death penalty 
bill which appears certain to become 
law 
following the Senate's 
over- 


whelming 40-13 approval of the bill 
Thursday. 


Gov. James R. Thompson has prom- 


ised to sign the bill which would take 
effect immediately. 


FITZGERALD SAID he believes the 


death peantly will help deter crime 
and he said Cook County judges will 
impose the- sentence when circum- 
stances warrant. 


"I believe in the old philosophy that 


whether or not a type of sentence is a 
deterrent has to be predicated on a 
cost-benefit theory. In this instance,

the "cost" is the death penalty which 
has to be balanced against whatever 
benefit the individual might get from 
his crime. 


"If, 
for example, you place the 


death penalty on everyone convicted 
of stealing an automobile, I'm sure 
there would be very few automobiles 
stolen. The cost would far outweigh 
any possible benefit," he said. 


"With the death penalty I believe 


somebody will probably think twice 
before killing a police officer on 
duty," he said. 


The bill authorizes a death sentence 


for the murder of: 


• A prison guard, inmate or guest 


of a state or local jail. 


• An on-duty policeman or fire- 


fighter. 


• Someone during - a hijacking, 


armed robbery, rape, robbery, de- 
viate sexual assault, aggravated kid- 
naping, forcible detention such as 


holding hostages, arson, burglary or 
the taking indecent liberties with a 
child. 


• A person by "contract." The per- 


son who hired the killer also would 
face death. 


Capital punishment also would ap- 


ply for mass murders, a second pre- 
meditated murder even If the murder 
did not fall into death penalty cate- 
gories, or the murder of a witness, 
whether or not that witness coopera-

Watergate conspirators H. R. Halde- 
man and John Mitchell .will begin 
serving prison terms June 22 for their 
role in covering up the nation's worst 
political scandal, Judge John Sirica 
said Thursday. 


Sirica, the federal district court 


Judge who presided at the Watergate 
coverup trial and handed down the 
sentences of 30 months to eight years 


for each man, made the announce- 
ment at an informal court session. 


He said he will make die surrender 


date official when he receives the Su- 
preme Court's May 23 order refusing 
to review the cover-up convictions of 
Haldeman, Mitchell and their former 
colleague John Ehrlichman, who al- 
ready has begun serving his sentence.

Atlantic City opens doors 
to gambling, topless shows 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (UPI) - As 


a band played "Happy Days Are Here 
Again," Gov. Brendan T. Byrne 
Thursday signed a bill to allow the 
start of casino gambling and topless 
nightclub shows, here and turn this 
deteriorating shore resort — long 
known as the home of Miss America 
- Into "Las Vegas East." 


The first casinos are not expected to 


be open until early in 1978 and will be 
a combination of the coat-and-talls 
style casinos in Britain and the 
brightly lit all-night gaming houses In 
Nevada. 


Byrne said the success of casino 


gambling in Atlantic City would de- 
pend on strict enforcement of casino 
regulations to keep out organized 
crime. 


"I REPEAT, organized crime Is not 


welcome in Atlantic City," the gover- 
nor said as a Boardwalk crowd of 
4,000 persons cheered. 


"I warn them again. Keep your fil- 


thy hands out of Atlantic City. Keep 
the hell out of our state," said Byrne, 
a former judge and prosecutor who is 
seeking reelection as governor this 
year. 


The bill signing capped years of 


work by local officials to bring casino 
gambling to this city once known as 
the "Queen of Resorts" and more 


recently plagued by high unemploy- 
ment and a declining tourist and con- 
vention trade. 


The legislation limits casino oper- 


ations to 18 hours daily and 20 hours 
on weekends and holidays. The law 
also permits liquor at gaming tables, 
tipping of card dealers and topless 
stage shows similar to Las Vegas 
revues. 


THE FESTIVITIES on the Board- 


walk took on the air of a political ral- 
ly and a county fair combined. High 
school bands marched, clowns rom- 
ped and youngsters dressed in yellow 
sequined costumes tap danced. 


The Boardwalk was blanketed with 


political posters and balloons, and air- 
planes with political banners dotted 
the air with the names of candidates 
in Tuesday's gubernatorial primary. 


Before Byrne signed the bill, vari- 


ous legislators and Atlantic City May- 
or Joseph Lazarow patted each other 
on the back for succeeding in the 
battle to bring casino gambling to At- 
lantic City. 


Lazarow also asked the audience to 


stand up and take a bow for support- 
ing the casino gambling referendum 
on last November's ballot. A similar 
proposal was defeated in 1974 by more 
than 400,000 votes.

"The 22nd of June sounds about

Cohen, an ordinary, hard-working 
man, was at the top of an extensive

"He was a nice man, a real nice 


man," recalls Bill Kennedy, a neigh- 
bor who used to caddy for Cohen at 
the Idlewood Country Club in Floss- 
moor. 


He was a burly, physical man who 


•stood about 5-foot-10 and weighed 
about 230 pounds, but he also was out- 
going and he had a reputation for 
being personable. 


Ken Marlatt, the manager of the 


Idlewild Country Club, remembers 
that Cohen would never simply eat 
dinner and leave. He always made it 
a point to compliment the meal, say- 
ing specifically what It was he en- 
joyed, Marlatt says. 
' "He's not the type who would hurt 
anybody," Kennedy says. "He was 
the type who enjoyed life." 


Most remember him as a good bus- 


inessman and an avid golfer who was 
close to his son. 


"ANYTHING YOU can say nice 


about a guy, you say about him," 
says Milt Berger, who had been Co- 
hen's best friend for more than 25 
years.

He spent a lot of time at the country 


club, where he'd usually shoot a 
round of golf in the low 80s.

Death penalty looms again in state courts 


by KURT BAER 


Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald, the 


presiding judge in Cook County's 
criminal courts, has sentenced men to 
die on three occasions. 


"If the crimes are heinous enough 


and if the law allows, you have no 
qualms about imposing a death sen- 
tence," he said Thursday. 


As a jurist, Fitzgerald said he be- 


lieves in Illinois' new death penalty 
bill which appears certain to become 
law following the Senate's over- 


whelming 40-13 approval of the bill 
Thursday. 


Gov. James R. Thompson has •prom- 


ised to sign the bill'which-would take 
effect immediately. 


FITZGERALD SAID he believes the 


death peantly will help deter crime 
.and he said Cook County judges will 
impose the sentence when circum- 
stances'warrant. 


"I. believe in the old philosophy that 


whether or not a type of sentence is a 
deterrent has to be predicated on a 
cost-benefit theory. In this. instance, 
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the "cost" is the death penalty which 
has to be .balanced against whatever 
benefit the individual might get from 
his crime. 


"If, for example, you place the 


death penalty on everyone convicted 
of stealing to automobile, I'm sure 
there would be .very few automobiles 
.stolen. The-cost would far outweigh 
any possible benefit," he said. 
. 


"With the death penalty I believe 


somebody will probably think twice 
before . killing a police officer on 
duty, "he said. 


The bill authorizes a death sentence 


for the murder of: 
: 


• A prison guard,'inmate or guest 


of a state or local jail. 


• An on-duty policeman or fire- 


fighter. 


• Someone 
during 
a hijacking, 


armed robbery, rape^. robbery, de- 
viate sexual assault, aggravated kid- 
naping, forcible detention such as 


holding hostages, arson, burglary or 
the taking indecent liberties with a 
child. 


• A person by "contract." The per- 


son who hired the killer also would 
face death. 


Capital punishment also would ap- 


ply for mass murders, a second pre- 
meditated murder even if the murder 
did not fall into death penalty cate- 
gories, or the murder of a witness, 
whether or not that witness coopera-

date official when he receives the Su- 
preme Court's May 23 order refusing 
to review the cover-up convictions of 
Haldemen, Mitchell and their former 
colleague John Ehrlicbman, who al- 
ready has begun serving his sentence. 


EHRLICHMAN'S case was not in- 


volved in the 45-mimite session before 
Sirica. Mitchell, the former attorney 
general, and Haldeman, who was 
Richard Nixon's White House chief of 
staff, were represented by their law- 
yers.

But no mention of such a possibility

"I expect to handle this like any 


other criminal case," Sirica said. 


When he receives the Supreme 


Court order, the judge said, he will 
call Haldeman and Mitchell into court 
and officially set June 22 as the date 
they go behind bars. 


Mitchell, Haldeman, Ehrlichman 


and former deputy Atty. Gen. Robert 
Maridan were convicted Jan. 1, 197S, 
of conspiracy, obstruction of justice 
and perjury for their jkrt in the cov- 
er-up. 


The U.S. Court of Appeals in Wash- 


ington confirmed the convictions of 
the three former top Nixon aides, but 
threw out Mardian's. The government 


declined to reprosecute him.

4Miss America9 town goes topless 
Atlantic City embraces gambling 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (UPI) — As 


a band played "Happy Days Are Here 
Again," Gov. Brendan T. Byrne 
Thursday signed a bill to allow the 
start of casino gambling and topless 
nightclub shows, here and turn this 
deteriorating shore resort — long 
known as the home of Miss America 
— into "Las Vegas East." 


• 
The first casinos are not expected to 


be open until early in 1978 and will be 
a combination of the coat-and-tails 
style casinos- in Britain and the 
brightly lit all-night gaming houses in 
Nevada. 


Byrne said the success of casino 


gambling in Atlantic City would de- 


pend on strict enforcement of casino 
regulations to keep out organized 
crime. 


"I REPEAT, organized crime is not 


welcome in Atlantic City," the gover- 
nor said as a Boardwalk crowd of 
4,000 persons cheered. 


"I warn them again. Keep your fil- 


thy hands out of Atlantic City. Keep 
the hell out of our state," said Byrne, 
a former judge and prosecutor who is 
seeking reelection as governor this 
year. 


The- bill signing capped years of 


work by local officials to bring casino 
gambling to this city once known as 
the "Queen of Resorts" and more 


recently plagued by high unemploy- 
ment and a declining tourist and con- 
vention trade. 


The legislation limits casino oper- 


ations to 18 hours daily and 20 hours 
on weekends and holidays. The law 
also permits liquor at gaming tables, 
tipping of card dealers and topless 
stage shows similar to Las Vegas 
revues. 


THE FESTIVITIES on the Board- 


walk took on the air of a political ral- 
ly and a county fair combined. High 
school bands marched, clowns rom- 
ped and youngsters dressed in yellow 
sequined costumes tap danced. 


The Boardwalk was blanketed with 


political posters and balloons, and air- 
planes with political banners dotted 
the air with the names of candidates 
in Tuesday's gubernatorial primary. 


Before Byrne signed the bill, vari- 


ous legislators and Atlantic City May- 
or Joseph Lazarow patted each other 
on the back for succeeding in the 
battle to bring casino gambling to At- 
lantic City. 


Lazarow also asked the audience to 


stand up and take a bow for support- 
ing the casino gambling referendum 
on last November's ballot. A similar 
proposal was defeated in 1974 by more 
than 400,000 votes. 


Thompson orders CTA fund audit 


Saying he is shocked by the pros- 


pect of skyrocketing budget deficits 
that threaten to exhaust the state's 
mass transit subsidy fund, Gov. 
James R Thompson Thursday or- 
dered a management audit of the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority. 


The governor made the announce- 


ment as he signed legislation restor- 
ing $16 million to the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority. The money was 
cut from the budget daring a legisla- 


tive fight last year. • 


While there had been resistance to 


the restoration, Chicago Democrats 
pushed the supplemental appropria- 
tion through the legislature. 


"I took this opportunity to review 


the public transit finances in Illinois 
and the numbers are enough to give a 
budget analyst nightmares," Thomp- 
son said. 


CLAIMING HE is not trying to start 


a witch hunt or get headlines, Thomp- 
son said the RTA, which is a major 


pipeline for CTA money, faces a $78 
million annual budget deficit by 1982 
even with the imposition of a new 
gasoline tax.

Energy office plan rapped 
as 'monster bureaucracy9 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Opponents 


of & cabinet-level energy department 
argued before the House Thursday it 
would become a "monster bureau- 
cracy" controlling lives of Americans. 
Supporters said there are sufficient 
safeguards against that. 


The proposal is a keystone of Presi- 


dent Carter's energy and government 
reorganization plans.

REP. ROBERT BAUMAN, R-Md., 


called the proposed department "a 
new monster' bureaucracy . . . that 
will not produce one drop of oil, one 
cubic foot of gas." 


Rep. William Armstrong, R-Colo., 


suggested the bill be sent back to 
committee until after Congress acts 
on the remainder of Carter's energy 
package. He said there* was "an 
ominous atmosphere" in giving so 
much power to a single secretary. 


But Rep. Don Fuqua, D-Fla., re- 


plied that while possibly excessive, 
they would be "enormous powers to 
deal with an enormous problem."

Dist. 59 citizens ask tax hike vote 


Residents Thursday night urged the 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 Board of 
Education to hold a referendum to 
raise the district's tax rate rather 
than make program and staff cuts. 


Unhappy with the board's proposals 


to trim *1 million from the district's, 
proposed $16.5 million budget for the 
coming school year, some 45 parents 
cheered and clapped as the suggestion 
for a referendum was raised at a 
budget and finance committee meet- 
ing. 


"Give us the program we're willing 


to pay for and ask us how much we're 
willing to pay," said Saul Cohen, a 
defeated candidate in the April board 
of education election. "We live in an 
affluent community and I for one have 
no hesitation about seeing a substan- 


tial increase in my real estate taxes." 


Cohen said he already has prepared 


a form to mail to Dist. 59 residents 
' asking whether they would support a 
tax levy large enough to sustain basic 
education and enrichment programs 
or would prefer cutting $1 millkm in 
education spending.' 


"WE HAVE AN obligation to go to 


the public and ask if they want to pro- 
vide the money to maintain our cur- 
rent education program," 
board 


member Judith Zanca said. "I will op- 
pose dismantling Dist. 59 at every one 
of these meetings we have." 


Budget committee Chairman Paul 


Kucharski said the board must first 
show it is using its current revenue in 
a responsible manner before asking 


taxpayers for more funds. 


Estimates of how much money the 


district will take in next year and how 
much it wll spend are to be presented 
by administrators at the budget meet- 
ing scheduled for 7:30 p.m. June 10 at 
the administration building, 2123 S. Ar- 
1 i n g t o n Heights Rd., Arlington 
Heights. 


Board Pres Harold Harvey said the 


financial picture 
for the coming 


school year is not expected to be "too 
terribly bad," but $1 million in budget 
,cuts is necessary if the district's 1978- 
79 budget is to come even close to 
balancing. 


Administrators have recommended 


the sale of the district's adminis- 
tration building and its seven-acre site 
as a cost saving measure. Such a sale 


could yield the district $490,000, Supt.
